The archbishop and the clergy of 
Caracas called upon him today to express 
their thanks and those of the people to the 
United States for the stand taken by President 
Cleveland. Venezuela is sending diplomatic 
| missions to every foreign country. The coun- 
try applauds the action of the government and 
the nation is united.” 

ONE ON SMALLEY, 

CHICAGO, Dec. 22.—A spécial to he Tri- 
bune from New York says: 

“It ia Stated on excellent authority that 
within the last few days representatives of 
the British go¥ernment in all the principal 
cities of the United States have been sum- 
moned quietly to go to Washington to see 
the British Minister. While it is true that 
these consuls do not have diplomatic powers, 
and it is not at all likely that Sir Julian 
Pauncefote will ask their advice in any mat- 
ter of divlomacy, yet is believed it is his 
wish to talk matters over with them and 
ascertain what the real feeling of the Ameri- 
can people is at the present time. 

“The British public, it is understood, hes 
been misled up to the present time by the 
representations of American sentiment that 
have been cabled to London by G. W. Smalley 
and other correspondents of English news- 
papers in this city, who have given a strong 
pro-British tinge to everything they have 
sent across the water. Smalley, with his 
long residence abroad, and close identity with 
the English people, and@ whose Tory procliy- 
ities are well known, has been specially active 
in creating the impression that the vigorous 
policy urged upon the country by President 
Cleveland in the Venezuela matter does not 
have the hearty support of the masses of the 
American pe ple. 

’ “Acting upon this belief, the British public 
has not, up to the present time, realized the 
gravity of the situation. Within the last day 
or two however, the idea has commenced to 
enter the head of the average British states- 


and such papers as the New York Evening 
Post, which is notoriously the organ of John 
Bull in this country. Therefore the consuls 
of these large cities of the United States 
mave received instructions to report at once 
to the British Minister at Washington, there 
to furnish him with the fullest detatis as to 
what is going on in their various localities.”

tain the most friendly feclings for ithe 
Unfted States, yet their opiaion unani- 
mously condemns President Cleve- 
land.” 

T. P. O’Connor’s Sun is a notable ex- 
ception to the general tone. It says to- 
day> “To us, whose public men are 
almost without exception hunest, it is 
incredible that statesmen should be 
prepared to bring nisery and death to 


‘thousands for the transient givries of 


office. That to President Cleveland such 
methods are possible is a reason why 
America should pause.’’ 

The Sun also states: “The Southern 
States must be reckoned with. ‘Yan- 
kee’ is yet a term of reprvach in the 
South, and the tattered war-flags at 
the capital, Richmond, are revered and 
sacred relics. The name of Jefferson 
is a greater one to conjure with than 
Cleveland. There are yet men living 
in the South who dream that the Stars 
and Bars will one day wave above the 
Stars and Stripes.”’ 

The commente on President Cleve 
land’s Venezuelan mesamge by the 
leading British weeklies appearing to- 
day are confined to denuaciations of 
President Cleveland pnd to cxpressicns 
of confidence in what they deseribe as 
he good sense of the American people. 

A NOTABLE EXCEPTION. 

The National Observer is a notable 
exception to this in that it indulges in 
very direct language as to Hts sefti- 
méents toward Americans generally. It 
says: 


“The messagé ought.in the main to 
be fot unwelcome in this country. Its 
menacing toné, its outrageous preten- 
sions and the. genéral approval of it 
amount to a demonstration of what has 
often been denied, but is none the less 
the truth, that-outside of a very select 
circle of millionaires and mugwumps, 
Americans ‘are profoundly hostile to 
England, They may like the individ- 
ual Englishman, but for the British 
government they have nothing but de- 
testation and take pleasure in seeing it 
crossed and humiliated. 

“Those who have been living in a 
fool's paradise, made up on maudlin 
sentiment about kindred communities 
and blood being thicker than water, 
may experience a disagreeable shock 
when the unsympathetic reality is 
forced upon. their attention. Now that 
President Cleveland comes forward and 
with a firm hand strips all cant aside, 
amid the great applause of Americans, 
we know where we stand.” 

After dealing with the “hollowness” 
of President Cleveland's claim, the Na- 
tional Observer proceeds: “Diplomatic 
Saag manners have made it impossible 

or Lord Salisbury to say what we do 
not scruple to write, that nothing more 
impudently provocative ever came from 
the President, even from an American 
Secretary of State, playing the patriot 
with a view of a coming Presidential 
election. President Cleveland has taken 
the most effective measures to commit 
his country to a pretension from which 
it cannot recede without discredit and 
to which we cannot submit without 
danger to our interests and honor. Un- 
less this ie disavowed by the American 
people, which is eminently unlikely, 
there is no satisfactory issue to the 
dilemma. If the worst happens, the 
fault is not ours. If the United States 
chooses to fasten a quarrel upon us, 
the responsibility must be left with it. 
It is idle to hope for peace with a per- 
sistent: bully.” 

The National Observer is Unionist in 
politics. 

SPANISH HORSE SENSE. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 21.—A special to 
the Herald from Havana says that la 
Discussion has received a dispatch from 
Madrid, giving the opinions ofl Span- 
ish milktary engineers of high rank on 
the possibility of war between ~ the 
United States and Great Britain over 
the Venezuelan boundary question. 

One officer high in the engineering de- 
partment of Spain's army, Col. (Jenero 
Alos, is quoted as saying that England 
was treading on dangerous ground. 
If she should press the Venezuelan af- 
fair to a climax she would soon recog- 
nize the fact that there was in reality 
only one America and that in a crisis 
such as the present one, every republic 
on the continent from the pigmy San 
Salvador to the giant Brazil would 
coalesce as if by magic and follow the 
United States in battle to preserve and 
defend the intergrity of their territory 
against Europeoan aggression. It was 
to be doubted whether England could 
count upon assistance from other Euro- 
pean States. 


INTERVIEWS AT HOME. 
Thompson Thinks England For- 
merly Assented to the Doctrine. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPUT ) 

TERRE HAUTE (Ind.,) Dec. 21.—Ex- 
Secretary of the Navy Thompson says 
it is his impression, gained while he 
was preparing his argument on the 
Monroe doctrine in the Panama Canal 
case before a Senate committee in 1881, 
that there is in the State Department 
at Weshington a formal assent by Eng- 
land-to the Monroe doctrine. 

At. the. time the doctrine was promul- 
gated by President Monroe England 
was hostile to Spain, against whose ef- 
forts to extend her possessions in the 
Western Hemisphere the doctrine was 
directed. There was public approval 
of the message in England, but Col. 


Thompson thinks there was also formal 


assent which is much more important 
now. The colonel has written to 

tor Voorhees apprising him of his im- 
pression. 

A DISCRIMINATING DEMOCRAT. 

SPRINGFIELD (Ill.,) Dec. 21.—Secre- 
tary of State Henrichson, in reply toe 
question as to what he thought of the 
President's message on Venezuela, re- 
sponded: 

“I must say that I like Mr. Olney’s 
communications to England better than 
I do those of Carlisle. I do not know 
much about the question in dispute, but 
I have always thought our country 
ought to assert herself as the protector 
of all American republics against Fu- 
ropean aggression. For thirty years 
our foreign policy has been pusillani- 
mous and the best protection an Ameri- 
can could have when abroad was ciaim- 
ing to be an Englishman. -Whatever 
may be President Cleveland’s motives 
in assuming his position, I think he is 
right and the great mass of people, 
while caring little about the particular 
point in dispute, will sustain him. 

“I think that a war with England 
would be a very good thing. Our coun- 
try needs a war about once every gener- 
ation. It serves to keep alive and in- 
tensify. the American spirit, opens a 
field for the expenditure of a great deal 
of superfluous energy, enthusiasm and 
patriotism, gives employment to a 
large number of people who would 
sooner fight than work and deadens the 
bitterness between ‘political parties. Of 
the thousands of foreigners who land on 
our shores every year a large propor- 
tion settle in communities by em- 
selves, retaining their national customs, 
habits and prejudices. 

“They are in many respects foreign- 
ers always. A war requiring the serv- 
ices of a large number of men would 
draw many of them into the army. A 
year of marching and fighting under 
the American flag in-support of Amer- 
ican institutions would do more to 
Americanize these people than twenty 
years of peaceful residence, isolated 
from the American populace. 

“A war with England would teach 
us to depend on ourselves instead of 
upon English bankers for a financial 
system. It would prove the death of 
Anglo-mania in this country, would 
paralize A.P.A.’ism, would put an end 
to all American foreign political soci- 
eties and, in short, would Americanize 
the people.” 

J. F. LAWRENCE LAUGHLIN. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 21.—The Times-Her- 
ald this morning publishes an interview 
with Prof. J. F. Lawrence Laughlin 
of the University of Chicago, in which 
he holds that President Cleveland is 
to blame for the panc among the hold- 
-ers of American securities. The pro- 
fessor thinks the pronunciamento of 
the President concerning the Venezue- 
lan boundary dispute presages war, and 
investors are naturally alarmed at the 
possibility of rapid depreciation of 
American securities which would nec- 
essarily follow the prospect of a war 
between Great Britain and the United 
States. He deplores the message of the 
President to Congress as one of the 
worst moves ever made by an American 
statesman, and declares it is impossi- 
ble to discover the motive behind the 
bellicose action. 

‘Murder is erlcouraged by the Presi- 
dent from the fact that his message 
breathes war, according to the profes- 
sor, for he holds that war means mur- 
der.- He asserts that the government 
should try to restrain the war spirit of 
the people until all hope of arbitration 
is passed. The President's message of 
yesterday calling on Congress to pro- 
vide for the depletion of the gold re~ 
serve, is, the professor holds, but a 
consequence of his first message which 
had so alarmed investors in American 
securities. 


THE STOCK SCARE. 


Rothschild Denies He Has Any De- 
signs on Our Gold. 
~NEW YORK, Dec. 21.—The market 
opened very heavy and panicky. Seri- 
ous losses from yesterday's closing fig- 
ures were shown in the first sales. In 
the leading shares declines were made 
in the first quarter of an hour as fol- 
lows: Rock Island, 4%; Burlington, 5: St. 
Paul, 3%; Northwestern, 3%: New York 
Central, 3%: Missouri Pacific, 2%; Chi- 
cago Gas, 4%; Distilling, 6%: Sugar, 
3%; Lake Sh hore, 6%; Lead 9; 
Lead commission, 6; C. C. C., 4%; Kan- 
sas and Texas preferred, 2%. 

At 10:30 o'clock the market was ral- 
lied sharply and advances from the 
lowest point made since the opening ex- 
tended to 5 per cent., the latter in Dis- 
tilling. The railway ‘list also made ral- 
lies. The improvement was largely 
due to cable dispatches denying that 
the Rothschilds had decided to withdraw 
$25,000,000 from their American corre- 
spondent and other London bankers 
were about to take action looking to the 
withdrawal of large sums from this 
financial center. 

Harch Bros. have announced their 
suspension on the Stock Exchange. The 
firm has been dealing in government 
and railroad securities. 

H. K. Burras & Co., traders in stocks, 
have just announced their suspension. 
It is not believed the failure is very 
serious. 

The Evening Post says: “The most 
violent liquidations and the most seri- 
ous decline during the day came in se- 
curities not dealt in upon the European 


markets. This outpour of local hold-

California Gets Two Chairmanships. 
Spoiled Her Own Chances. 
(BY TRLEGRAPH TO THE TIMES 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—(Special 
Dispatch.) But one grain of dissatis- 
faction exists among the members of 
the California delegation over the ap- 
pointment of the House committees. 
On the whole they cannot help but feel 
that they have been treated weil by 
Speaker Reed. That no Californian was 
given a place on the Committee on Riv- 
ers and Harbors is the only complaint 
to be heard. And that is not a very 
loud one, for the reason that every 
member of the delegation knows, 
though some may not admis it, that 
it was their fault that they were shut 
out of representation on that impor- 
tant committee. 

Three members from the Golden 
State wanted the coveted place. One 
expressed his desires openly, the other 
two let their wants be known in @ 
quiet manner. It has been a case of 
every man for himself from the start. 
Delegations from other States have 
caucused and have determined among 
themesives what each individual mem- 
ber wanted, and then what each mem- 
ber should have. They have then en- 
tered the arena with a solid front and 
worked together to get what they con- 
sidered their State was entitled to. 
Speaker Reed saw this lack of union 
among the members of the California 
delegation, and, in order to avoid any 
harsh feelings by favoring one over 
the other, he simply cut California off 
his list when he came to making up 
this Committee on Rivers and Harbors, 

But what California missed on the 
Rivers and Harbors Committee was 
well made up to them on other commit- 
tees. It was hoped, but not expected, 
that California would be given two 
chairmanships and it was with no lit- 
tle surprise, when the list was read, that 
the names of two Californians were 
found at heads of committees. These 
were Mr. Bowers on the Committee on 
Revision of Laws and Mr. Loud on the 
Committee on Postoffices and Post- 
roads. Mr. Loud’s appointment has all 
along been anticipated, but Mr. Bowers 
was as much surprised as anyone 
when his name was read out at the 
head of the Com»;ittee on Revision of 
Laws. Had he allowed himself to ex- 
pect any chairmanship, he would have 
picked out that of Military Affairs, as 
he was the ranking member of that 
committee. What he wanted was to 
be put on the Committee on Public 
Lands, and that he got.and had the 
chairmanship thrown in on the side, 

Mr. Bowers expressed himself tonight 
as being well satisfied, indeed, with his 
appointments. There are in his district 
over six hundred miles of land-grant- 
aided railroads and several million 
acres of public lands in parks and for- 
estry reservations.

FIFTY-FOURTH CONGRESS. 


REGULAR SESSION. 

(ECGULAR ASSOCIATED REPORT 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—SENATE.— 
The session of the Senate was notable 
in bringing out a very pointed statement 
from Senator Dubois of Idaho, who was 
understood to voice the views of the 
silver element in the Senate, that no 
finencial legislation was possible along 
the lines declared by President Cleve- 
land and strenuously urged in the mes- 
sage of last evening. It was patent to 
every Senator, Mr. Dubois said, and 
should be understood by the public that 
the President's desire for the retire- 
ment of the greenbacks or the aurhori- 
zation of the bond issue were urterly 
impossible of accomplishment. The 
only action the Senate would take, if it 
was given the opportunity to vote, 
would be to edopt the resolution of Sen- 
etor Vest of Missouri, offered varlier in 
the day, directing the coinage of silver 
bullion in the treasury and the payment 
of the government Obligations in siiver. 

The firat response to the President's 
message urging financial relief came 
in the form of a resolution offered by 
Senator Vest as follows: ; 

“Resolved, that the Secretary of the 
Treasury is here directed, in pursu- 
ance of the existing law vesting in him 
full power to do so, to coin as rapidly 
as possible the silver bullion in the 
treasury purchased under the act of 
July /14, 1890, into standard silver dol- 
lars, and with such dollars to redeem, 
cancel and retire the treasury notes of 
the United States of July 14, 18990, issued 
in'the purchase of such bullion and also 
to redeem the United States notes com- 
monly called greenbacks in standard 
silver dollars, as well as in zold, using 
whichever may be most abundant and 
convenient.” 

Senator Vest asked immediate con- 
sideration of the resolution, but Senator 
Platt of Connecticut objected and the 
subject went over. 

‘ Booster Butler of North Carolina soon 
brought forward the subject in another 
form by asking immediate consider- 
ation for a resolution directing the Sec- 
retary of the treasury to pay govern- 
ment obligations In gold when the par- 
ity of the metals stood at 25 8-10 grains 
of gold for 412% grains of silver and 
to pay in silver when this parity was 
disturbed by an advance in the valua 
of gold. Again Senator Platt objected. 

A letter from Secretary Olney gave a 
congratulatory cablegram from the Bra- 
gilian Senate, transmitted through Min- 
ister Mendonca of Brasil, on President 
Cleveland's recent enunciation of the 
Monroe doctrine. The message is as 
follows:

A BETTER FEELING. 

LONDON, Dec. 21.—Public attention 
here is almost entirely diverted from 
the political to the financial aspect of 
the Venezuelan situation. The rumor 
circulating in this city that the Roths- 
childs had decided to immediately 
withdraw £5,000,000 from America is 
attracting attention. Rothschilds in- 
formed the Associated Press today that 
this report, as well as the report of the 
collapse of negotiations for a United 
States loan, were utterly untrue; that 
no negotiation was pending regarding 
a loan, and that no withdra s from 
the United States had been ordered on 
the account of the Rothschilds, Lead- 
ing banking houses generally regarded 
the situation more favorably. 

The head of a prominent banking 
firm said: “It seems the political ques- 
tion is now laid at rest by the authori- 
zation of the appointment of a com- 
mission of sensible men who will have 
time to make their influence felt. My 


-telegrams show no notices of with- 


drawals for hoarding. I am satisfied 
nothing serious will come of it.” 

The manager of a house whose Influ- 
ence is felt in all big financial transac- 
tions said: “If European investors take 
everything Séfioasly, there is no know- 
ing where the decline will stop, but 
the outlook is somewhat more favorable 
today. After all, merchants and bank- 
érs must make their infiuence felt, and 
we have indications that the really 
serious business men of America are 
anxious to undo the harm the jingoes 
have done,” 

The stock exchange opened with a 
tendency to a panic. All classes of se- 
curities were freely offered. Foreign 
government securities were heavy, and 
the American market was quite dis- 
organized. In fact, it was difficult to 
obtain quotations. Soon after the mar- 
ket opened, Milwaukee fell 5, Louisville 
4, Canadian Pacific 2%, and Denver 
preferred 3%. This was followed by a 
partial recovery. 

Business on the Stock Exchange 
closed steadier. There was a recovery 
from the worst: points shown, though 
the prices reached were below those of 
last evening. The general feeling on 
the Stock Exchange was that it would 
be a difficult task to restore the confi- 
dence of ordinary investors in American 
securities. 

American securities were largely dealt 
in on the streets after the close of the 
Stock Exchange, and a better tendency 
was noticed. 

THE SOLID WEST. 

DENVER (Colo.,) Dec. 21.—Prices of 
Colorado mining stock were well-sus- 
tained on the exchanges today. The 
brokers have more buying than selling 
orders, and look for an advance next 
week. The Colorado Mining Stock Ex- 
change sent the following dispatch to- 
day to the New York Stock Exchange:

QUIETING DOWN. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 21.—Wall street, 
especially in the vicinity of the Stock 
Exchange, is ordinarily on a Saturday 
afternoon one of the least-frequented 
and quietest streets in New York. To- 
day, however, almost until evening, 
crowds of people thronged the neigh- 
boring street and groups of members of 
the exchange and curbstone brokers 
were gathered in Wall street, Broad and 
Nassau streets, and Exchange Place, 
diseussing the happenings of the day. 
Considerable satisfaction was expressed 
over the news that buying orders from 
Europe had been received by some of 
the representative foreign houses for 
execution on Monday, and it was pre- 
dicted that foreign capitalists and in- 
vestors would speedily realize the folly 
of sacrificing their American securities. 

The general impression was that the 
extreme tension had been relaxed and 
that with reasonable leniency upon the 
part of the banks, a quieting-down 
would occur Monday. The point is 
made that, considering the suddenness 
of the break, the street has come out 
in better shape than could have been 
anticipated, as with perhaps one ex- 
ception none of the failures had been 
of the first-class. 

The question confronting the finan- 
cial community early next week will be 
that of the probable extent of the with- 
drawals of gold from the sub-treasury 
for shipment by the midweek steamers. 
Estimates range as high as $10,000,000 to 
$12,000,000, but no definite information 
is obtainable. Treasury officials were 
not surprised at the size of the esti- 
mates, but declared that President 
Cleveland will not hesitate to issue 
more bonds if necessary to sustain the 
gold reserve. 

Bank presidents denied again in the 
afternoon the revived rumors of a call 
for a meeting of the presidents or clear- 
ing-house committee, but said ruch a 
meeting might be among the possibili- 
ties next week.

THE NATIONAL DEFENSE. 


Plenty of Men bat Shamefal Lack of 
Fortifications. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—Gen. Miles, 
commanding the army, has given out a 
statement by request in regard to the 
ability of the United States to defend 
herself in case of war. He said: “I 
have just returned from an inspection 
tour of the Southern coast, and, like 
those of other sections of the country, 


I find them in an entirely defenseless

If war should break out at 
the present time, all we have in the 
South, or in fact anywhere else, with 
a few exceptions, would be a lot of 
obsolete guns on rotten carriages, 
which would fall over before they could 
be of any service.

There are only three modern high-pow- 
ered guns in position in this country. 
Two of these are at the entrance of 
New York harbor, and the other is at 
San Francisco. 

“If Congress would make liberal ap- 
propriations the coasts can be placed 
in condition for defense in two year’s 
time. The work would cost in the 
ne'ehborhood of $80,000,000.

“There is another way of protecting 
the harbors, but that involves destroy- 
ing the commerce of the cities lying 
upon them. This method is to load ves- 
sels with stones, iron, etc., and sink 
them in the channels. This would nat- 
urally prevent either ingress or egress 
and would destroy the cities’ commerce 
after a war as much as during it. 

“Regarding the lend forces, no diffi- 
culty would be experienced in getting 
1,000,000 men in a month. The small 
ermy we have would be in the nature 
of a nucleus for other troops. What 
We need, however, is not men, but coast 
fortifications. After we get the fortifi- 
cations, we could get the men to op- 
erate the guns, 

“Could the United States be invaded? 
No; nor would an enemy care to invade 
it. All that would be necessary for him 
would be to place his ships off our coasts 
and fire shells into our cities. This 
would drive millions of people from 
their homes and cause untold distress. 
The -wealth of three hundred years is 
stored in Boston, New York end other 
great cities and their loss would be 
very severe. We could not afford to 
lose them. They should ‘be protected. 

“On the Pacific Coast the same de- 
fenseless condition exists. Not a 
shovelful of dirt has been thrown up 
around Puget Sound for the protection 
of the cities lying on its shores. The 
British have a naval station at Esqui- 
mault and it could be used as a base 
against ‘this country. 

“Senator Squire hes introduced a bill 
; in the Senate for the protection of our 
coasts which meets my views. It makes 
provision for the establishment of for- 
tifications and other defenses recom- 
bended by the board known as the 
Endicott Board which was appointed 
by the President in 1886. The bill ap- 
propriates $67,000,000 for this work.” 

A TIME FOR BATTLESHIPS. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21i—The sug- 
gestion has been made to Secretary 
Herbert by the Naval Bureau chiefs 
that ie be requested to immedi. 
ately authorizé the amendment of the 
last naval act so as to permit the de- 
partment to contract for the building 
of six battleships, instead of the two 
provided ‘for. 

It is urged that, in view of the low 
figures of the bids received at the re- 
cent opening, it would be greatly in 
the interest of economy to accept all 
of the bids and; according to this plan, 
the Newport News Company would be 
given the contract for two of the ships, 
the Union Ironworks of San Francisco 
a contract for two, and the Cramps 
also a contract for two.

William G. Robinson Dying of Con- 
suamption at Washington. 
ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT ) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 21.—William G. Robinson, 
the man to whom many little folks born 
into the world too soon owe thelr existence. 
is sald to be dying of consumption in Wash- 
ington. In his little tinsho> at No. 315 Maat 
Twenty-sixth street, several years ago, the 
idea came to him that the incubator which 
had re‘ieved hens of the burden of a seden- 
tary occupation. could be applied to infants. 
So he told the doctors about it and made an 
ircubator. 

A baby, who is now Joseph Grevort, was the 
first one to occupy it. One day there came a 
call from the residence of E. Clarence Haight, 
a millionaire. ~The waif he found there lay 
stient by the body of the mother who had died 
in giving it birth. It came into the world 
three months too soon. Robinson connected 
the incubator with the gas fixture and soon he 
had the water well heated so as to give the 
space inside the temperature of the human 
body. Then the waif was placed on a swinging 
bed of cotton. The oven and the glass doors 
were shit. The physicians and nurses stood 
peering through the glass. In two hours the 
physicians said there were signs of life. The 
waif lived. 

Since then an incubator of the Robinson omy 
tern has been placed in nearly every hospital. 
It hes saved many lives. Like all inventors,

Robinson was poor. hen he made his first 
incubator he nad no idea there was money in 
t for him, but when the incubator was 
adopted generally he began to think. Finally 
he decided to have it patented and reap his 
reward. He left for Washington a month ago 
and filed his applications in the patent office. 
As he was about to leave for New York he 
was seized with a violent fit of coughing. He 
wes then at the house of his sister. The 
doctors saic he had consumption.

‘THE STRIKE ON-AG AIN, 


UNION TRACTION OFFICIALS DO NOT 
KEEP FAITH. 


They Refuse to Take Back All of 
Their Striking Employees at 


Present — Rioting Begins — The. 


Militia Asked For. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 21.—The strike on 
the Union Traction lines which was declared 
off by the labor leaders at 1 o'clock this 
morning upon a proposition sent to them by 
Mayor Warwick, on the authority of the trac- 
tion officials represented by Thomas Dolan, 
was a few hours afterward, when the men 
reported for duty, declared on today, and is 
tonight apparently as hard and fast as ever. 


There was obviously a misunderstanding of | 


the propositions submitted to the strikers on 
one side or the other. Thomas Dolan is a 
director of the traction company, and has 
been active in the management of the affairs 
of the company. Mayor Warwick says he dis- 
tinctly understood that Dolan had full author- 
ity to act for the company, and that Dolan 
acquiesced in the agreement. 
he proposition was accepted, the strike 
called off, and at 2 o’clock in the morning 
Mayor Warwick stated the troubles were at 
an end. The Mayor was still felicitating him- 
self, when, at 3:20 in the morning, Welsh 
entered the Mayor’s office and, as president 
of the Union Traction Company, surprised 
him by making the statement that he could 
not agree to the compromise, because he had 
hired 1000 men to take the places of the 
strikers, and they could not be displaced. 
When the strikers went to the various de- 
pots to take out their cars thoy were dismayed 
to learn that there had been no orders for 
their reinstatement and that they were vir- 
tually “locked out."’ The result of Welsh’s 
reversal of Dolan’s action is said to be the 
widening of the breach which is known to 
exist in the board of directors of the company. 
The exciting incidents have had such an ef- 
fect on Dolan’s nervous system that he is re- 
ported sick in bed tonight. There will be a 
cessation of hostilities tomorrow, as e trac- 
tion management, after seeking the advice of 
the Director of Public Safety, has decided not 
to run any cars on the Sabbath. This is un- 


-|doubtedly a wise precaution, as the strikers 


and sympathize?s in their present mood would 
probably make serious trouble. 

As a result of the strikers’ failure to return 
to their places there was more rioting today 
than at any time since the strike began. The 
men and their apmpathieere were very angry 
and there were outbreaks of mob violence in 
at least twenty places, all accompanied b 
throwing bricks and other missiles. Many 
people were hurt, but none Saye 6 The 
pol‘ce authorities were constantly on the alert 
and, as soon a8 word was received of the gath- 
ering of a mob, a detachment of mounted men 
were sent to the scene and the crowds dis- 
persed. Scores of cars entered the depots 
with all glasses broken and the woodwork 
battered up. Toward the afternoon the cars 
which had been running quite regularly in 
the morning hours weré gradually withdrawn 
and at nightfall not a car was on the streets. 

“All of the cars sent out during the day were 
escorted by a heavy detail of police. The situ- 
ation tonight is graver 
since the strike began. Up to the present 
time there has been no really serious rioting. 
Now, however, owing to the alleged breach 
of faith on the part of the company, the strik- 
ers and their sympathizers are becoming ugly, 
and it would take but very little provocation to 
bring on an alarming state of affairs. In- 
dignation against President Welsh is genéral. 

The strikers’ committee this afternoon is- 
sued a circular in which they say: ‘‘We went 
on a strike only as a last alternative. We 
made every effort for a settlement of our 
grievances; repeatedly did we ask hearings 
from Mr. Welsh and other street-railroad 
officials. Courteous and respectful letters were 
sent to them. Committees of the employees 
were sent them. Their only answer was the 
discharge and blacklist. Our right to organize 
has been denied, and all our appeals seem to 
be in vain. We are still ready at any time to 
submit to arbitration. We are opposed to all 
turbulence, violence, and all such disorders.’’ 

The following order, signed by General Man- 
ager Beetem was posted tonight: “All em- 
ployees, as per our pay-roll on December 16, 
who will apply for work individually and. with- 
out any conditions other than those arranged 
by Mayor Warwick and this company, will be 
received on Monday before 12 o’clock.”’

THE BRUCE TELESCOPE SHIPPED 
TO AREQUIPA, PERU. 


Going by Vessel from New York 
Through the Straits of Magellan. 
Expected to Do Important Work 
for the Harvard Observatory. 


(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES 
NEW YORK, Dec. 21.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) The Grace-line steamer Condor 
left today on a journey to the Pacific. 
Stowed in the strong room is the huge 
Bruce photographic telescope, which is 
en route to the Harvard University cb- 
servatory in Arequipa, Peru. Willard 
Gerrish of Harvard.arrived from Cam- 
bridge with the telescope the other 
day, and personally superintended its 
stowage in the ship. It was sent by 
this vessel, which is to make the trip 
via the Straits of Magellan, so as to 
avoid the possibility of danger in trans- 
shipment at Panama by inexperienced 
hands. The Harvard authorities 
planned to take the Bruce telescope to 
Peru nearly two year ago, but for vari- 
ous reasons the project was delayed. 
The instrument is the largest photo- 
graphic telescope in the world. 

‘The aperture is 24 inches and ‘he 
focal fength 11 feet. The rough discs 
were cast in Paris, and the instrument 
itself made by Clark of Cambridge. It 
is named after Miss C. W. Bruce, 
whose gifts to Harvard for astronomi- 
cal reearch have been numerous and 
generous. 

Many important discoveries have 
been made at Arequipa, and these 
mostly by photograph. The observa- 
tory takes about two thousand photo- 
graphs a year of the southern heavens. 
The plates are shipped to Cambridge 
and there examined. In this way about 
a month ago a new ster in the constel- 
lation Carina was discovered. The 
Bruce telescope is expected to do won- 
derful things in the southern heavens, 
which are by no means so well known 
to astronomers as those visible from 
northern latitudes. Special precautions 
will be taken to prevent the observa- 
tory from being looted, as it was a 
year ago by highwaymen, who were 
then infesting Peru under the guise of 
revolutionists. 


GRANT IS NOT DEAD.

Francisco. 

According to word received from 
San Francisco yesterday, John Grant, 
the missing contractor, is not dead. 
He was not murdered, neither did he 
commit suicide. A man just returned 
from San Francisco, who knew Grant 
well, says he saw him there in the 
flesh. He met Grant on the street, 
dressed in his new suit of clothes and 
looking very well. 

This explodes the murder and sui- 
cide theories, but does not explain 
why Grant went away so quietly and 
caused his friends so much anxiety.

Christmas I have known,” he sald, “was 
winter when I was engaged in mer-:

I was 
obliged to go across tO see about the 
settlement for thesé supplies, afid so I 
was on the ocean Christmas day. All 
that was remarkable about that day 
was the great winll that’ was blowing 
astern. -It was so heavy that unless 
we turned head on to the waves we had 
to spread sail to keep ahead of them. 
There was danger they would break 
over the ship. Well, in the middle of 
the day the mizZen sheet was blown 
away with a great report, and a pretty 
lively commotion it made. But we got 
through safely. It was not much of a 
Christmas day to celebrate, though. 

“I can tell you the story ofa poker 
game.*in Christmas week, _tNough,”’ 
said the Senator.

(CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

I am not at all likely to be a Presi- 
dential candidate,.”” said Secretary J. 
Sterling Morton when some one spoke 
to him about the matter recently. “I 
speak my mind too freely.’ 

1 asked Mr. Morton if he had been 
reported correctly as supporting Mr. 
Cleveland for another term. 

“No.” he replied, “I have not advo- 
cated the renomination of Mr. Cleve- 
land, but merely said that I personally 
have no such horror of the third term 
as some people express. If the conven- 
tion wants to nominate Mr. Clevelard 
and the people desire to elect him, why 
not? The people are the stockholders 
in-the great corporation, the United 
States of America, and they have a 
richt to choose the same man to direct 
their interests as often as they want.” 

Mr. Morton makes no _ prediction 
about the Democratic convention's 
action. but he made one rather start- 
ling statement to me. When I spoke of 
the possibility of the free-silver men 
bolting the convention, he said: “I be- 
lieve there will be just two candidates 
in 1896—a sound-money candidate and 
a rotten-money candidate, and the Re- 
publicans will have the rotten-money 
man. I know the Republicans think 
they have pretiy smooth sailing before 
them. This confidence is a source of 
weakness. Wait till the Republican 
Congress is through with its work. 
There will not be enough enthusiasm 
left to develop a candidate. Mr. Cleve- 
land in his message has left the whole 
situation in their hands. Let us see 
how they will settle it.” 

“Rut the President would not sign a 
bill restoring the duty on wool, for ex- 
ample, even if this Congress passed it. 

“Of course he would not,” said the 
Secretary. “But what has that to do 
with restoring the revenue? Protection 
to wool means just the other thing. 
Protection per se does not increase 
revenue. If you really protect an arti- 
cle of American production, you must 
put the rate of duty on it so high that 
it cannot be imported. That means 
-you will get no revenue from it at all. 
Protection is opposed to revenue. The 
McKinley bill is entitled ‘An act to re- 
duce revenues, etc.” 

Turning to matters more personal to 
the Secretary’s department, I asked him 
about the resolution of Mr. Baker of 
New Hampshire to investigate the seed 
question. The Secretary settled back in 
his chair, with a smile. 

“TI am quite ready for them on that 
question,” he said. “But there may be 
a good Republican or two on the anx- 
jous seat. When I began to investigate 
the sale of seeds by members of Con- 
gress, I sent the purchasing agent of 
the seed bureau to the Capitol, with in- 
etructions to buy the seed quota of some 
member of the House and give his 
check for it. He had no difficulty in 
finding a seller of seeds among Con- 
gressmen, and in my possession now is 
the check bearing the indorsement of a 
millionaire ex-member of the House—a 
‘check for $75. I have kept the man’s 
‘mame out of my annual report, and he 
is not mad about that. I have no wish 
to do him any injury. I was not after 
him personally, but after the system, of 
— he has become an ‘awful exam- 

e.” 

“If the House investigates the seed 
question of course the ex-member'’s 
mame may have to be made public. 
There also will be shown about a hun- 
dred transfers of seeds from one mem- 
ber to another recorded on the books of 
the department. They do not prove, of 
course, that money was paid for the 
transfers. I suppose the members will 
say they exchanged public documents 
for seed, and vice versa. One of the 
friends of this seed-selling millionaire 
said the $75 had been used to buy 
copies of the horse book for gratuitous 
circulation. Again, I am told that he 
bought $75 worth of pocket knives for 
presentation to the pages of the House. 
They had better harmonize their stories 
for the defense, else the matter, becom- 
ing public, ‘would embarrass the de- 
fendant by adverse or antagoaistic 
pleadings. 

“The fact about that seed business 
is, I have complied with the law under 
the advice of Atty.-Gen. Olney,” con- 
tinued the Secretary. “I asked him 
whether I was bound by the statute of 
1830, which provided that I should buy 
only rare seeds, or by the paragraph 
in the appropriation bill. He said I must 
observe the law of 1839. So I advertised 
for bids for furnishing rare seed. Only 
three bids were received, and they did 
not comply with the law. So, having 
gone as far as the law required, I 
Stopped. The money ($130,000) about 
which Mr. Baker seems to be so solici- 
tous is lying untouched in the treasury. 
There is no law which requires me to 
spend all the appropriation for the de-

_ #my one who has been in Was 
will understand that this 
Mr. Morton is stereotyped. The aver- 
age department clerk believes he hes a’ 
life lease on and a vested right in his 
or her plece, and is under no obliga- 
tion to save anything against a rainy 
day out of a liberal salary. Not long 
ago a Senater iold me of a constituent 
of his who was appointed to office, and 
who complained that the other clerks 
beset him end made his life a burden 
because he worked hard. “If you keep 
this up,” they said, “there won't be 
enough work for all of us, and some 
one will be discharged.”’ When I 
related the tale of this man to Secre- 
tary Morton, he told me he had dis- 
charged a clerk from the Agricultural 
Department recently because he boasted 


that.he hed devoted three weeks to a 


piece of work which he could have dope 
quite as well in one. 

“Not long after coming -into this 
office,” said the Secretary, “I went on 
a tour of inspection of the department 
building. 1 found upstairs a room 
marked ‘private.’ I opened the door, 
and there were ten women knitting, 
drinking tea or reading. These were 
clerks who were charged with the 
duty of addressing Congressmen’'s 
seeds. Their work was performed in 
from two to five months of the year, 
and the remainder of the time they 
spent at their leisure. The poorest sal- 
ary paid any of them was $840 a year, 
and the aggregate of their salaries was 
$14,080. They are neither working nor 
pleasuring in the seed division now.” 

Another set of sinecures which Sec- 
retary Morton abolished has got him 
into a lawsuit in Cleveland. The Sec- 
retary got on the track of the assist- 
ant microscopists through friends who 
were interested in a Nebraska City 
packing-house. He found that though 
this house was not shipping to either 
France or Germany, four assistant mi- 
croscopists and a microscopist in 
charge were employed ere at $50 a 
month for the first and $1600 a year 
for the latter. By investigation it was 
shown that a similar condition of af- 
fairs existed at packing-houses else- 
where. So he established a rule pro- 
viding that when the services of the 
microscopists were needed they should 
be employed at $50 a month, and when 
they were not needed they were to be 
furloughed without pay. A woman in 
Cleveland, who was appointed under 
the Rusk administration at the in- 
stance of Senator Sherman of Ohio, 
now claims that her appointment con- 
stituted a contract, and is suing for 
pay for the days she has not been em- 
ployed. 

I asked Secretary Morton if he 
thought there was any solution of the 
bothersome “government clerk” prob- 
lem, except the establishment of a 
civil pension list. 

“Yes,” he said, “you'll find an illus- 
tration in the Soldiers’ Home system. 
The ground for the Soldiers’ Home at 
Washington was purchased with $190,- 
000 which-.was levied by Gen. Scott on 
the City of Mexico, but the institution 
is maintained by a contribution of 13 
cents a month from the pay of each 
soldier in the army. The same plan 
is followed in a great many railroad 
and commercial concerns—the em- 
ployees contribute a percentage of 
their salaries each month to a perma- 
nent insu e and relief fund. The 


A SURPRISED SHERIFF. 


MR. BURR REPUDIATES THE Al- 
LEGED SAN DIEGO INTERVIEW. 


> 


Says the Few Words He Uttered 
Were Distorted and Expanded 
in a Most Unholy Manner—May 
Return from San Dicgo. 


The story of Sheriff Burr's extraordi- 
nary statements in San Diego, while he 
was down there with Clifton E. Mayne 
in. charge, was reprinted yesterday in 
The Times from the San Diego Union, 
and created a good deal of astonish- 
ment among those who knew the tacti- 
turn Sheriff, and had experienced the 
difficulty of getting a decided opinion 


from him concerning any of his pris- 
oners, 


When Mr. Burr arrived yesterday by 
the noon train he took Mayne at once 
to his old quarters in the jail. Mayne 
seemed benefited by the journey and 
the change, but was tired enough’ to 
drop into his cOt the moment he reached 
his cell. 

The Sheriff was red-hot with indigna- 
tion over the statements accredited to 
him by the San Diego paper. When 
asked about the report, he readily re- 
called the brief conversation he had 
with the interviewer, whom he de- 
scribed as a “half-baked little cub, 
tag three sheets in the wind at the 

me.”” 

When the party arrived at San Diego, 
it was met at the station by Col. Cope- 
land, who accompanied Mayne to: the 
hotel. Mayne started to walk upstairs, 
but at the fifth step he staggered and 
would have fallen if the men behind 
him had not caught him. He was im- 
mediately put to bed, in order that he 
might have a long night’s rest before 
being called to go before the grand 


ury. 

Akout 10 o'clock a reporter called and 
asked to see Mayne,. but: Sheriff Burr 
refused to allow it, as his prisoner was 
in no condition to talk to any one then. 
The Sheriff said that the reporter then 
asked him how Mayne was, and 
replied that he was pretty sick and 
that he did not want him annoyed with 
visitors. .

government clerks could do the same 
thing, and in that way provide against 
disability from old age or otherwise.”’

Mr. Morton has collated the views of 
agricultural and horticultural papers 
throughout the country on the seed 
question, and he finds that 75 to 90 per 
cent. of them support his position, 
This will be one of the exhibits pre- 
sented to the House if Mr. Baker's reso- 
lution passes. Mr. Morton is looking 
forward without apprehension to the 
proposed investigation. If it should re- 
sult in the abolition of the entire depart- 
ment (which is not to be considered a 
possibility, however,) he would not 
change his mind as to the extravagance, 
inutility and absurdity of promiscuous 
seed gratuities. In the last Congress a 
member of the Agricultural Committee 
came to the Secretary for some appoint- 
ments, and, not getting them, threw 
out a hint about appropriations and the 
possibility of withholding them. 

“Congress need not appropriate a 
cent for ‘this department if it does not 
desire to do so,” said the Secretary, 
cheerfully. “I am quite ready to go to 
Arbor Lodge, in Nebraska, whenever 
Congress thinks the Agricultural De- 
partment unworthy of appropriations.” 

This is an illustration of that frolic- 
some frankness which has puzzled so 
many of the old-time Congressmen in 
the last two years, and which may have 
made it true, as Mr. Morton remarked 
not long ago, that the Secretary of Ag- 
riculture is not a Presidential possibil- 
ity—because, as one of his friends ex- 
presses it, “he says what he thinks, 
without pandering to Populists or poly- 
foxing -with partisans of any brand 
whatsoever.”

A BROKEN RAIL. 


Accident to a Santa Fe Train—Mail 
Clerk Hart. 


The Chicago limited train, No. 4, 
which left Los Angeles at 8 p.m. Fri- 
day, eastbound on the Santa Ie, met 
an accident near Newberry early yester- 
day morning. The place is on the des- 
ert a few miles east of Daggett. The 
accident occurred about 2 p.m. By rea- 
son of a broken rail the mail, baggage 
and express, chair and dining cars left 
the track and the front trucks of one 
of the sleeping cars were also derailed. 

The mail car and the baggage and 
express car were tipped over onto their 
sides. F W. Shotts, the mail clerk, was 
able to get out with assistance, but 
Harry Kohler, the express messenger, 
was pinned down so that it was neces- 
Sary to extricate him. It is hoped his 
injuries will not prove severe. 

The news agent, whose name is Ten- 
nyson, was severely bruised on one of 
his legs. 

Shotts was brought to this city on 
the train which arrived here about 9:30 
o’clock last night. Medical attention 
was given him yesterday morning and 
the physicians found that two cf his 
ribs were fractured and that his spine 
was injured. His right arm was pain- 
fully bruised and there were one or two 
ugly cuts on his head. 

Upon his arrival in this city he was 
taken to his rooms at the Legrand at 
No. 533% South Spring street. His wife 
had received a telegram from him ear- 
lier in: the day saying he would be 
home last night, but it was not until 
his arrival that she was made aware 
of his injuries. 

There was a heavy mail aboard the 
train. It included twenty-one pouches 
of registered matter. Most of the regis- 
tered matter was undoubtedly Christ- 
mas presents and, had the mail been de- 
stroyed, one thousand or more pres- 
ents would have failed to reach their 
destination.

New Development in Photograbhy~

of Air Jets. 


(CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 14,.1805.—Peat dust 
or mull has an _extraordigary power 
of deodorizing foul-smeliing substances, 
and this combined with great capacity 
for absorbing liquids, suggested ‘its use 
as a disinfectant. The dust thrown off 
in the manufagture of: many of the 
products of is regarded as the 
best deodorizer and disinfectant yet 
discovered for the dry-closet system so 
much used on the continent of Europe. 
During the epidemic of cholera in 
Hamburg in 1892, the use of peat as a 
disinfectant was made compulsory in 
the city of Christiana. Unlike prepara- 
tions of lime and cafmbolic acid, peat 
powder, in destroying one bad smell 
does not leave another in its place. 
The problem of preserving, for use in 
agriculture, the chemical elements con- 
tained in the excreta of cities is one of 
immense economic importance. It is 
by the extreme care expended in this 
direction that the successful intensive 
cultivation of the soil in China is main- 
tained. If it is impossible to manage 
the sewage removal of the large cities, 
except by an elaborate sewage system, 
such a system is at any rate unneces- 
sary in smaller towns now that peat 
powder offers a safe, cheap and effi- 
cient substance for use in the dry-closet 
or pail system. It is a sanitary maxim 
that dry systems of sewage removal 
are the best. Peat mull is now used 
for this purpose over large areas of 
Europe, and it is believed that - its 
careful trial and considération in the 
United States would prove a benefit to 
the population. One-third of a pound 
of powder per head per day is all that 

“is required. It fixes the ammonia of 
refase effectually, and its consequent 
fichness as manure in proportion 
t6 its bulk makes the item of trans- 
portation comparatively insignificant. 
At the rate of one-third of a 
pound per day, a hundredweight, 
which would cost 50 cents, would last 
a year. Peat is coming into general 
vse as a packing material. It is used 
with: excellent results in preserving 
perishable goods, such as fruits, vege- 
tables, butter, eggs, etc. Fresh fish 
have been sent from Trieste to Copen- 
hagen packed in peat mull, and arrived 
in good condition. In one experiment, 
a fish, caught in the Adriatic, was sent 
a distance of 500 miles, and reached 
its destination perfectly sound. An- 
other shipment sent from Stockholm 
was tfeceived eighteen days after at 
its destination in perfect condition. 
The Vienna Agricultural cites a case 
where pears were preserved abso- 
lutely sound and fresh for more 
than six months in peat mull, 
and it has been proved that grapes 
will remain fresh for some time, with 
flavor retained, and skins free from 
wrinkles, when enclosed in peat. Po- 
tatoes have been perfectly preserved 
for eight "months in the same way, 
and it ison record that a quarter of 
pork was kept perfectly sound in peat 
for two years. It is probable that 
‘peat wool” is destined to play an 
important part in army and veteri- 
Mary surgery. Wherever suppuration 
has set in it has been found to replace 
advantageously and very economically 
all other materials, such as lint, im- 
pregnated cotton wadding, and hydro- 
phile wadding. Its cost for this pur- 
pose is very low, reaching only haif 
that of ordinary cotton wadding, and 
Tts Absorbent prificiple is much more 
considerable than that of other textile 
materials. This absorption does not 
take place at once, as is the case with 
scoured cotton (hydrophile,) but it pro- 
ceeds slowly, and will absorb nine 
times its own weight of moisture. At 
the game time, it is an almost perfect 
antiseptic. So valuable has it been 
found for dressing wounds that the

ment, have adopted it for use in the 
French army, and 12,000 kilogrammes 
were sent to Madagascar for use dur- 
ing the expedition in that island. 
‘NEW DEVELOPMENT IN PHOTOG- 
e RAPHY. 

A method has been invented for pro- 
ducing photographs resembling engrav- 
ings. The lines, dots and stipples usu- 
ally found in steel engravings are 
shown, and all the half-tones of the or- 
fginal negative are retained. These re- 
sults are secured by producing a print 
On paper from an etched plate contain- 
ing in negative the lines or dots that 
ordinarily appear on an engraving. 
From this print a negative is taken in 
the usual manner. A mixture of gela- 
time, sugar, water and India ink is then 
applied to a sheet of photograph paper, 
which is next sensitized by immersion 
in a special bath. These films are ex- 
posed to light under the negative, the 
exposure being timed by an acinometer. 
The inventor of this process has also 
permanent printed film, to 

used at any desired time. One inter- 
esting feature of the invention is the 
possibility: it affords of producing prints 
containing a variegated pattern. Thus, 
in a portrait, the face may contain the 
dots, the background, the lines, and the 
drapery ‘the stipples. 

HINTS TO WHEELMEN. 

A bicycle expert says that people 
who wish to ride the bicycle for health 
and for the greatest amount of pleas- 
ure unalloyed by injury, should culti- 
vate the erect, or nearly erect position. 
After getting the proper position, the 
next thing is to acquire the knack of 
pedaling evenly. This is something that 
comparatively few bicyclists do, and 
many who have been riding for several 
years do not know their fault in this 
respect. They wonder why they have 
more trouble in keeping steady and rid- 
ing a narrow path than others. It is 
because their alternate pushes upon 
the pedals are not even. Every ‘stroke 
upon one pedal tends to drive the wheel 
to one side unless it is immediately 
caught by a thrust of equal force upon 
the opposite side. Oarsmen have the 
same difficulty to confront, because 
they are stronger in one arm than in 

the other. It is also a fact that every 


person has one leg longer 
other, or, if this is not the a 


case, 
stronger. Cyclists do not think. of 
these things, it would seem; if they did, 


they would begin to coprect their - 
even pedaling by keeping their minds 
upon it, and equalizing the thrusts of 
their feet.

are few more useful things in 
the work than air jets, which, strange 
tOi say, are used for polishing purposes 
instead of water. In turning soft steel 
Shafting it is customary to use water 
to ahich a certain percentage of sal 
soda has added, in crder that the 
water may not. rust the finished work, 
and with a keen tool of the proper tem- 
ad wide enough cutting edge to 
the feed, a very smooth and shin- 
ing surface can be produced. By using 
& Small air jet, that is, air issuing from 
an orifice of about one-sixteenth inch 
in. dlameter, the work can be finished 
very much the same as if water is 
used. A smooth surface will be pro- 
duced -with this important difference, 
that the teol will not crowd, and, con- 
sequently, the shaft Will be nearer true 
and straight when using a compressed 
air jet than when using water. The 
same sized air jet may be used to ad- 
vantage at different places around the 
shop. It is excellent for cleaning off 
benches and machines, and is much to 
be preferred to the common dust brush 
used for this purpose. It is also very 
conVenie.t at the drill press, for blow- 
ing out the chips, in drilling and tap- 
ping bottom holes. 
A NEW GPRMAN VARNISH. 

A varnish has been patented in Ger- 
many for foundry patterns and ma- 
chinery, which it is claimed, dries as 
soon as it is put on, gives the pattern 
a@ smooth.surface, thus ensuring an 
easy slip out of the mould, and which 
prevents the pattern from warping, 
shrinking or swelling. and is quite im- 
pervious to moisture. This varnish is 
prepared in the following manner: 
Thirty pounds of shellac, ten pounds 
Manilla copal and ten pounds of Zanzi- 
bar copal are placed in a vessel, which 
is heated externally by steam, and 
stirred up during four to six hours. 
One hundred and fifty parts of the fin- 
est potato spirit are added, and the 
whole is heated for four hours to £70 
deg. centigrade. This liquid is dyed 
by the addition of orange color, and 
can then be used for painting the pat- 
terns. When used for painting and 
giazing machinery it consists of thinty- 
five pounds of shellac, five pounds of 
Manilla copal, ten pounds of Zanzibar 
copal and 150 pounds of spirit. 

A CURE FOR BURNS. 

Dr. Thierry, a Parisian physician, is 
said to have made a discovery which 
should be of the greatest use to miners, 
iron workers and enginemen. Dr.Thierry 
found quite accidentally that superficial 
burns can be cured almost instantan- 
eously by a solution of picric acid. 
When a medical student, chiefly en- 
gaged in surgical operations, he used 
picric acid as an antiseptic, and conse- 
quently, had his hands constantly im- 
pregnated with it. One day, in lighting 
a cigarette, he allowed some ignited 
phosphorus to fall on his hand and felt 
no pain, as might have been expected, 
and on another occasion, when sealing 
a létter, the melted wax fell. on his 
hand, leaving a slight trace of burn- 
ing but caused no pain. During the 
last two years, at several hospitals in 
Paris he has treated burns with a sat- 
urated solution of picric acid and ob- 
tained convincing results, all pain being 
suppressed instantly after bathing the 
injury in a solution of this acid, which 
is perfectly harmless. No wounds were 
formed, not even blisters, and a com- 
plete cure was obtained in four or five 
days. D.: Thierry advocates the prac- 
tical application of this discovery in 
mines and works where burns are so 
frequent, and as picric acid is effica- 
cious in proportion to the promptness 
with which it is applied after the acci- 
dent, he counsels the having ready a 
supply of the solution. He observes 
that the facility with which it is pre- 
served in saturated solutions, in which 
there is no occasion for any weighing, 
and the cheapness of the product makes 
it quite a simple thing to keep ready in 
a small volume, a sufficient quantity to 
make gallons of solution. If, for in- 
stance, a firedamp explosion should 
cover the miners with burns, as hap- 
pens too frequently, and each of the 
sufferers be plunged into a barrel of 
picric acid solution, they will be saved 
from great suffering and possibly fatal 
termination of their injuries.

“Consumption !s a disease about which ev- 
ery’ one knows something. but which very few 
physicians thoroughly understand. Its prin- 
cipel outward symptoms are a istent 
cough, continual wasting of the body, expec- 
torations of mucus, occasions! bleeding from 
. hectic fevers and a gradual line 

physical powers. 

“Tt takes ite neme. consumption, because 
its destructive process consists principally in 
@ wasting of consuming of the lungs as & 
result of their occupation by tubercular mat- 
ter: but while the seat of the disease is ia 
the lungs, its real foundation and origin le 
far deeper. imvolving a general and, to un- 
skilled observers, a very obscure constitu- 
tional disorder: and in the general disorder 
which oreced@és ahd gives rise to destruction 
of the lunes, almost every vita) function of 
the system ts implicated.’’ 

“Doctor. what are the first symptoms of con- 


sumption; 1 mean those which most people 
would not notice?”’ . 
“The first symptoms of consumption are 


shortness of breath; pain in the chest, sleep- 
leseness, a feeling of lassitude, loss. of appe- 
tite and heedache, and it is because the ap- 
pearance of these symptoms is not noticed 
by the casual observer that one of the great 
dangers of consumption lies.

Like a thorn or 
sliver in the body, these tubercles in the 
lungs produce irritation of the surrounding 
tissue. giving rise to inflammation, and are 
finally discharged through the bronchial tubes 
by coughing, and whatever lung tissue is in- 
volved in the tubercules is thrown off in cough- 
ing and thus cavities are formed.

employees are not allowed to leave 
until thir contracts have expired. Al- 
though these natives are entrusted with 
thousands of dollars’ worth of dia- 
monds every day, such a strict watch 
is kept on them that it is almost an 
impogsstbility for them to steal; though 
in times past pilferings were carried on 
in many ways. Men were sometimes 
discovered in the act of leaving the 
shops with diamonds stuffed in their 
hair. To prevent this they are now 
obliged to have their heads cropped 
closely. Their contracts demand that 
they shall not leave the enclosure un- 
til the end of stated periods, and shall 
be thoroughly searched before they 
leave the stands at which they work. 
The searching is carried on by what 
is known as the searching bureau. It 
is the duty of the officers of this 
bureau to strip every man to the ‘pelt’ 
each evening. All have their ears 
washed out; they are prodded im the 
nostrils and between the toes; and 
each one must submit to the unpleasant 
effects of a purgative—because, in 
many instances, it was reported that 
diamonds were concealed and stolen 
by the device of swallowing them. The 
shoes, the clothing, and the hats of the 


aborigines are scrutinized with a 
microscope, and any diamond dust 
which may have settled in them is 


shaken out. 

“Once it was found that an employee 
had hidden a precious stone in an in- 
cision in his leg over which he had phs- 
tered something resembling his dark 
skin. Since that occurrence a ‘sound- 
ing hammer’ has been brought into 
use, with which the bodies of the work- 
ers are gently tapped every day. Ifa 
man hides a diamond in any way he its 
almost certain to be found out. In the 
first place there is the foreman in the 
mine and at the river’s edge. He sees 
everything that passes. In the mines 
he watches the loading into+the iron 
wagons of the blue soil which contains 
the diamonds. Hethen accompanies it to 
the surface, leaving others in charge 
below, and there turns it over to other 
negroes who are likewise under the 
strictest surveillance. 

“This blue soil is at first very hard; 
but when exposed to the air for a fort- 
night it becomes comparatively soft. 
It is then taken to the sorting-house, 
where it is placed in vats containin 
water and a revolving wheel to loose 
it up. The sediment is all that is of 
value to the miner. In it the rough dia- 
monds are mixed with common stones, 
Cape rubies—which are not of much 
value—agate, jasper, calcite. These 
be selected according to their 
value, and the natives are employed to 
do the work. Whether through intui- 
tion or otherwise, they soon learn the 
business; and no experts can more 


While the sorting is going on ‘there is 
present one or more of the foremen or 
guards, wellarmed and _ ceaselessly |. 
watching, prepared to fire in case of an 
outbreak. But the Africans are very 
well satisfied. They earn from $12 to $15 
per week and are able to live weil on 
it.. They are also able to gamble. Dur- 
ing what is known as the rest, they 
indulge in @ game which is much like 
what is here known as “craps.” The 
chief difference seems to be that they 
are cobblestones instead of dice. 

F hard rock which has to be cut 
through in the mines, is bored with 
“borz,”’ a spécies of stone of the nature 
of the diamond, but of imperfect crys- 
talization. This ie harder than any 
substance except the diamond. It is 
found in liberal quantities and is placed 
on the ends of hand drills with hard 
cement.

but sometimes it is necessary to use 
dynamite. In the latter Instances 
sheds are bullt about the spot, so that 
their may be no loss.’ 

The African mine-owners are patrons 
of the London Rough Diamond Syndi- 
cate alone, and the syndicate controls 
the market of the world. 

The yellow stone, so common and £0 
much despised by judges of the high 
grades, is seldom sent over to Amer- 
ica, because it is seldom asked for. 

The London syndicate has now @ con- 
tract price with African mines at the 
rate of 30 shillings per carat in the 
rough. ® The price to American buyers, 
who purchase mainly through agents, 
is regulated by the syndicate, and 
varies from $12 to $300 per carat.

vantages of civilized society and in- 
vested their capital.in the mud of the

While the wild and shining eyes of 
the negro are ever bent into the be- 
smirched water of the Vaal, there are 
other eyes, no. less attentive, which 
note every movement of the savage.

With the continual shifting of the 
course of the river, the operations of 
the diamond diggers vary.

Now deep mines 
are sunk under the former bed, and 
men, some of whom will never again 
see the light of day. are noiselessly 
working almost a thousand feet below 
the surface.

“Once it was found that an employee 
had hidden a precious stone in an in- 
cision in his leg over which he had plas- 
tered something resembling his dark 
skin. Since that occurrence a ‘sound- 
ing hammer’ has been brought Into 
use, with which the bodies of the work- 
ers are gently tapped every day. Ifa 
man hides a diamond in any way he its 
almost certain to be found out.

He sees 
everything that passes. In the mines 
he watches the loading into-the iron 
wagons of the blue soil which contains 
the diamonds. Hethen accompanies it to

“The hard rock which has to be cut 
through in the mines, is bored with 
a Species of stone of the nature 
of the diamond, but of imperfect crys- 
talization. This is harder than any 
substance except the diamond. It is 
found in liberal quantities and is placed 
on the ends of hand drills with hard 
cement. It cuts through the most stub- 


born rocks, In many instances, after. 


numerous drill holes have been made, 
the layers of stone come out in cakes; 
but sometimes it is necessary to use 
dynamite. In the latter instances 
sheds are built about the spot, so that 
their may be no loss.” 

The African mine-owners are patrons 
of the London Rough Diamond Syndi- 
cate alone, and the syndicate controls 
the market of the world. 

The yellow stone, so common and #0 
much despised by ‘judges of the high 
grades, is seldom sent over to Amer- 
ica, because it is seldom asked for. 

The London syndicate has now a con- 
tract price with African mines at the 
rate of 30 shillings per carat in the 
rough. ® The price to American buyers, 
who. purchase mainly through agents, 
is regulated by the syndicate, and 
varies from $12 to $300 per carat.

They Present a Distorted View—The 
Apeocryphal Gospels of the In- 
fancy and the Singular Incidents 
They Relate—It is Strange that 
so Little that is Authentic is 
Kaown, but it is Sufficient.

‘It is a matter of real astonishment 
that outside the circle of the canonical 
gospels so few reminiscences are pre- 
served of the Perfect Man, who, 
though he was the Son of God, yet 
lived as a living man among living 
men. There are muktitudes of histori- 
eal celebrities respecting the incidents 
of whose lives endless anecdotes have 
been recorded and preserved. It is lit- 
tle short of ‘amazing that neither his- 
tory nor tradition should have em- 
balmed for us one certain or precious 
saying or circumstance in the life of 
the Savior of mankind, except the com- 
paratively few events recorded in four 
very brief biographies. St. Paul has 
preserved for us the one deep word of 
the Lord Jesus, how he said, “It is 
more blessed to give than to receive;” 
and it is just possible that the rule, 
“Approve yourselves trustworthy 
motrey-changers,” quoted by several of 
the fathers, which, after all, is little 
more than the epitome of the parable 
of the talents and the pounds, may be 
a true recoilection of His words. Any 
of the “unrecorded sayings” of Christ 
(the agrapha dogmata) are profound 
and forcible, and it is far from im- 
probable that some of them may be 
a true echo of what He said; but there 
is not.one of them which adds a new 
thought or a new lesson to those con- 
tained in the authentic discourses and | 
parables. It is quite certain that 
neither from the apocryphal gospels, 
nor from any other source, do we de 
rive one anecdote or even one hint 
upon which we can rely as expressing 
a single new feature of His example, 
or a single additional particular of His 
mortal life.

any other particulars. In point of fact 
the Apocryphal gospels do not repre- 


sent tradition at all. They are for 


the most part poor, valueless, ill-guided’ 


and to a great extent heretical fig- 
ments. 
Happily their authors, some of whom 
wrote as late as the seventh and 
eighth centuries, had not the audacity 
to pretend that they could reproduce 
any of Christ's essential teaching. They 
exclusively with 
the invention of imaginary details 
about His infancy, or about His cross, 


with the Apocryphal Gospels of the In- 
fancy. They are six in number. The 
Protevangelium, or Gospel of St. 
James; the Gospel of Pseudo-Matthew; 
the Gospel of the Nativity of -Mary; the 
Gospel of the Carpenter; the Gospel of 
Thomas (extant in three recensions), 
and the Arabic Gospel of the Infancy. 


Two passages only have ever struck 


me’in the Apocrypha. 


One is the eighteenth chapter of the 


Gospel of James, It preserves the tra- 


dition which we derive from. other 


sources also, and which is intrinsically 
probable, that the nativity took place 
in a cavern at Bethlehem; and then, 
stumbling into accidental sublimity, it 


describes the co-instantaneous pause of 


hushed amazement which is supposed 
to have occurred at the awful moment 
of Christ’s mortal birth. “And I, Jo- 
seph, walked, and I walked not; and I 
looked up into the air, and saw the 


air violently agitated; I looked up at 


the pole of heaven and saw it station- 
ary, and the fowls of heaven still; and 
I looked at the earth and’ saw a vessel 
lying, and workmen reclining by it, 
and their hands in the vessel, . and 
those who handled did not handle i 
and those who took did not lift, an 
those who presented it t@ their mouth 
did not present it, but the faces of all 
were looking up; and I saw the sheep 
scattered and the sheep stood, and the 
shepherd lifted up his hand to strike 
them, his hand remained up; and I 
looked at the stream of the river, and 
I saw that the mouths of the kids were 
down, and not drinking; and everything 
which was being impelled forward was 
intercepted in its course.” 

The second is a harmiess and pretty 
anecdote in theforty-first chapter of the 
Arabic Gospel of the Infancy, which 
would make an exquisite subject for 
@ picture, though I have seen but one 
very slight sketch which ever attempted 
to represent it. It is: 

‘Now in the month of Adar, Jesus 
assembled the boys as if He were their 
king. They etrewed their garments on 
the ground and He sat upon them. Then 
they put on His head a crown, wreathed 
of flowers, and, Hke attendants wait- 
ing on a king, they stood in order on 
His right hand and on His left. And 


whoever passed that way, the boys took 


him by force, saying, “Come hither, and 
adore the king, then proceed on thy 
way.’ 

I might, perhaps, have added a fourth 
reason why it is worth while to read 
the Apocryphal Gospels. It is that these 
stories from them acquired a wide 
vogue throughout Christendom, and 
produced a deep impression on the be- 
lief, superstition, and art of the Middle 
Ages. The names of Joachim and Anna, 
the suposed parents of the Virgin, and 
the stories about them which occupied 
the pencils of a host of artiste—and 
among them such men as Giotto, Fra 
Angelico, Leonardo, Raphael and Titian 


—are derived exclusively from these for- 


geries. 


Passing over these, and the many 
legends of the Virgin—which, however, 
are not yet due to Mariolatry, but to 
the desire to glorify Jesus through her 


—we come to the pretended anecdotes 
about Jesus as a boy. 


STORIES OF THE BOYHOOD OF 
CHRIST. 
First—Many of them are mere trans- 
lations into hard prose of the meta- 
as of the ‘prophets and psalmists, 
Thus, since we read in the Psalms, 
Praise the Lord upon earth ye dragons 
and all deeps,” we are told that when 
Jesus was a child, dragons came out of 
@ cave and worshiped Him. If we read 
in the Canticles, “I will go up to the 
palm free, I will take hold of its 
ughs,” we have the story that during 
the flight into Egypt Mary longed to 
refresh herself with ripe dates, and Je- 
sus cemmanded the palm branches to 
bow down to her, rewarding their obe- 
dience by sending a palm branch. to 
heaven by the ‘hands of angels, and 
making it the sign of victory, a scene 
which suggested pictures of supreme 
loveliness to Raphael and to Correggio, 
If the prophet says, “The idols of Egypt 
shall be moved at His presence,” the 
prophecy is transformed into the tale 
that as the Holy Family entered the 
chy of Hermopolis the 265 idols of its 
temple all fell with their faces to the 
earth, in consequence of which the 
priests and all the people weré at once 
converted. 
If we read in Isaiah, “The ox know- 
eth his owner and the ass his master’s 
crib,” and in another verse, “In the 
midst of the years shait thou be 
known”"’—with the mistranslation of the 
Septuagint “in the midst of two ani- 
mals shalt thou be recognized”—we are 
furnished with the tale, reproduced in 
sO many thousand pictures and even in 
that, as Jesus lay in 
nger, e ox and 
the ass wor 
Second—Another large class of 
apocryphal stories of the infancy con- 
sists in a multiplication of extrava- 
gant and meaningless miracles. ‘There 
is not a single miracle of the fospels 
which does not teach us deep lessons: 
there is not a single miracle invented 
in these fidions which does. In the 
ospel, the evangelists’ every miracle 
S @ revelation; dum narrant facta. 
produnt mysteria;: but the apocryphal 
miracles of the infancy are mere start- 
ling thaymaturgy. The boy Jesus drops 
all kinds of robes into a single dyer's 
vat, and when the dyer is vexed, He 
all with the dif- 
colors required; He “‘profanes” 
the Sabbath day by making sparrows 
of clay, end when He is reproved by 
the scribes he claps his hands and 
makes them fly. Breaking a pitcher he 
brings back water to his mother in 
his robe. While working in the carpen- 
ter’s shop he sees Joseph vexed because 
the two beams for a couch are of un- 
equal length, and Jesus pulls the 
shorter one to the requisite size. He is 
accused of having pushed a boy from 
a housetop, and killed him: he there- 
fore leaps down from the roof, raises the 
boy to life, and makes him acknowl- 
edge that it was another lad who had 
given him the push. He changes into 
kids some boys who had hidden them- 
selves from him when he wanted them 
to play with him; and then, at the en- 
treaty of their mothers, retransforms 
them into boys. It is needless to touch 
further on this prodigality of super- 
fluous and unmeaning portents. 
THEY PRESENT A FALSE PICTURE 
Third—But, worse than this, the Apoc- 
ryphal Gospels, from the ignorance and, 
probably, in most instances, from: the 
heretical opinions of their writers, 
make the boy Jesus positively repulsive 
in character. He is implacably revenge- 
ful and cruelly remorseless. He be- 
comes the terror of the neighborhood 
in which he lives, so that, hecause of 
him, his parents live in perpetual dis- 
quietude and alarm. He is pert, petu- 
lant and intolerable to his teachers, 
and instead of listening to their instruc- 
tions, lectures them on “physics and 
metaphysics, hyperphysics and hypo- 
— Let one or two instances suf- 
ce 


the 


1. “When the Lord Jesus was return- 
ing home with Joseph in the evening 
he met a boy who ran to thrust him 
so violently that he fell down. The 
Lord Jesus said unto him: ‘As thou 
hast thrown me down, so shalt thou fall 
and not rise.” And the same hour the 
boy fell down and breathed his last.” 

. Again, Jesus had been making 
some pools and channels of water, and 
“the son of Annas, the scribe, was 
standing there with Joseph, and took 
a branch of willow and gpilled the wa- 
ter which Jesus had collected. And 
when Jesus saw what was done he was 
angry and said unto him: ‘Wicked, im- 
pious and foolish one, wherein huvethe 
pools wronged thee? Behold, now, thou 
shaltalso wither as a tree,’ and suddenly 
the boy withered alt ther.”. When 
the parents complained, his mother 
came and entreated him to be less 
wrathful. “But he said: He was worthy 
of death because he destroyed the 
works which I had wrought,’ Therefore 
his mother besought him, saying: ‘Do 
not, my , because they all rise 
against us.’ And he, not willing that 
his mother should be gfiecred, spurned 
the body of the dead with his right 
foot, and said to him: ‘Arise, © son of 
iniquity, for thou art not worthy to 
enter into the rest of thy father.’ ‘Then 
he who was dead aruse and departed.” 

3. Again, when he is sent to a 
teacher to learn his letters, the master 
begins imperiously to teach him, say- 
ing “Say Aleph.” But Jesus said to 
him, “First tell me what Beth is.”" The 
master, being angry, struck him with 
a rod of storax wood, and soon after 
he smote him he died. And Jesus re- 
turned home to his mother. But Jo- 
seph, being afraid, called Mary to him 
and said, “Know truly that my soul 
is sad unto death on account of that 


THE AUTHENTIC ACCOUNTS SUF- 
FICIENT. 


Tt is, shen. clear that the 
spurious J and Matthew, and the 


others, have not only nothing genuine 
to teach us about Christ, but that the 
picture of him which they represent is 
uttérly debased. The genuine gospels 
were written for our learning, not for 
our amtfsement; to promote our salva- 
tion, not to gratify our curiosity. Their 
very silence is vent with truth. 
What do they tell us of the infant and 
the youthful Christ? They give us the 
narrative of his incarnation; . they 
present us: with the picture of the 
sweet, submissive years spent in the 
shop of the carpenter at Nazareth; but 
from his early return from Egypt to 
Galilee, up to the commencement of 
his ministry, when he “began to be 
about 30 years old” they preserve but 
one anecdote and one word. The one 
anecdote is the story of that visit to 
Jerusalem which was probably con- 
nected with what we should call his 
confirmation; and this to show us how, 
in his earliest years, he loved his fath- 
er’s house of prayer. The one word is 
“the carpenter,” in the disdainful ques- 
tion of the vulgar and the ignorant, 
who thought that they had abolished 
his claims when they asked, ‘Is not 
this the carpenter?” That one word 
tells us all that is to be told of more 
than twenty years, during which he 
“grew in wisdom and stature and favor 
with God and man.” A.scanty record? 
Not scanty for its rpose, for in that 
one word it revealed to all mankind 
nothing less than the sacred dignity 
of labor and the blessed truth that the 
true grandeur and meaning of human

(Cincinnati Times-Star:) Richard 
Mansfield has relinquished the manage- 
ment of the Garrick Theater, and has 
abridged his New York engagement by 
several weeks. His remarks before the 
curtain at the close of the engagement 
last Saturday night were significant: 

“It occurred to me, and it was sug- 
gested by some of my entourage,” said 
Mr. Mansfield, “that we needed some- 
thing to eat, and I didn’t see that it 
was possible to obtain the wherewithal 
to get it so long as I remained in New 
York. I assure you that there is no 
place in which it is so difficult to win 
pecuniary success as in New York, and 
for that reason I am compelled to go 
to what you are’pleased to call the 
provinces.” 

The failure of Mr. Mansfield has given 
rise to the old cry that actor-manage- 
ment in America cannot exist. Others 
point to the fact that it is easier for an 
alderman to pass through the eye of a 
needle than for any serious dramatic 
undertaking without the tinsel of taw- 
dry sensation to attract permanent sup- 

rt in New York. Mr. Fiske in the 

irror comments upon the causes of 
Mr. Mansfield’s retirement in the fol- 
lowing strong language: 

“Mr. Mansfield s quite right. New 
York is a tough nut to crack, especially 
for an actor who has anything of seri- 
ous interest to offer. He has little 
chance with our big, fickle @ublic mob 
when he offers anything that causes 
the component parts of it to undergo 
the unusual and to them painful process 
ealled thinking. It is much easier to 
ao this miscellaneous crowd by giv- 
ng it something that reaches its intel- 
ligence through the medium of its eyes. 
And the ambitious player has also to 
encounter the hypercritical attitude of 
sundry persons that masquerade as 
dramatic critics and whose occupation 
seems to be to discourage every effort 
that is made to improve the condition 
of dramatic taste or to popularize any- 
thing that is not as dull, as conven- 
tional and as rotten asthemselves. Such 
a player, if he be not fortunate enough 
to appear under the management of a 
man, or even men who control the col- 
umns of certain papers by employing 
their so-called dramatic critics either 
@s press agents or as playrights , is 
obliged either to dally with the journal- 
istic prostitutes that eke out an exist- 
@nce by soliciting advertisements for the 
columns of their papers—much as other 
prostitutes solicit on the pavements— 
or to submit to their brutal and vulgar 
abuse,” 

The condition which Mr. Fiske de- 
scribes as existing in New York is re- 
fiected in this city. The alternative of 
indiscriminate puffery or “vulgar 
abuse” has done its best to debase pop- 
ular taste and alienate from the sup- 
port of the best that is brought to this 
city the very element that should he 
relied upon to support it. Here is an 
instance: 

A menager in this city has withdrawn 
his advertising from the Times-Star cn 
the plea, implied or direct, that the 
money he pays to the counting-room 
must insure a “good notice” in _ the 
reading columns. This man, trained in 
the school of corruption, had the folly 
to believe that the Times-Star would 
sacrifice its reputation for honesty and 
independence by submitting to his in- 
sulting demands. It is scarcely neces- 
sary to repeat, the public at large ap- 
preciates the fact. that the dramatic 
columns of the Times-Star are pub- 
lished in the interests of the public, and 
not of the theatrical managers. The 
maneger who honestly tries to offer the 
patrons the best will find the Times- 
Star his main support. The manager 
whose every effort is to deceive the pub- 
lic will find it his most uncompromis- 
ing enemy.

NEW YORK, Dec. 16, 1895.—Apart 
from those perpetual attributes of 
Christmas, peace and plum pudding, 
every land and every section of each 
particular country has its own distin- 
guishing Christmas mark. With an 
English Christmas one inevitably as- 
sociates holly and mince pie; here the 
same festival calls for unlimited tur- 
key and snow. On the Rialto, that 
stretch of Broadway which extends now 
from Twenty-eighth to Forty-second 
street, the chief Christmas characteris- 
tic is actors—road actors, seedy and 
cold, but none the less reminiscent. 
And never, according to its own lights, 
has the Rialto looked so Christmasy as 
during the past week. The theatrical 
companies have been returning to town 
in droves. Many of them will not re- 
sume work until Christmas day, while 
others—and there are, unfortunately, 
many of these others—are not at all 
certain that they will resume work at 
all this year. Even many of the bei- 
ter class companies make it a rule to 
lay off during the week before Christ- 
mas, for it is without any exception the 
worst seven days from a_ box office 
point of view of any week in the sea- 
son. The contrast between the stories 
of disaster which the returning actors 
tell, and the records which few box- 
office sheets of the New York theaters 
show, is remarkable. Manager Charles 
Frohman, who has no less than four- 
teen companies in active service this 
year, said to me the other night: “This 
season is going to make a record. It’s 
one of those years that are going to be 
marked on the theatrical calendar with 
a white stone. On the road the season 
so far has been disastrotis as a whole. 
In New York city it has been the most 
successful season of the last ten years. 
The list of monetary successes has 
been phenomenal. I will not mention 
the successes in which I have any in- 
terest myself, but look at the others— 
‘The Social Highwayman,’. ‘The Pris- 
oner of Zenda,’ “The Heart of Mary- 
land,’ “The Widow Jones,’ ‘Excelsoir, 
Jr..’ ‘Shore Acres,’ which is now play- 
ing at the Fifth avenue to bigger 
business than ever before. From the 
New York point of view, it is indeed a 
phenomenal season. The prospects for 
the road season are  brighter—much 
brighter—than they were a month ago.

Here are some of the stories which 
I gathered in Chicago from his friends 
and intimates about Bugene Field, the 
gifted whimsical -poet-journalist, who 
loved chiliren so much and always 
enteréd so heartily imto the spirit of 
the Christmas time. 

Field's relations with his children 
were those father of a friend thian of 
a father. He bad a strong objection 
to. discipline, .and was hardly ever 
known to speak.a Darsh word to them. 
He treated them as equals and they 
seemed to look upon him im the light 
of a grown child. He entered into all 
their amusements with almost the same 
zest that they did, and their friends 
were to be found all over the house. 
He never went away from home with- 
out bringing back some toy or some 
other trifle. Each child had a pet 
name and was never called by any 
other. It was “Pinny, do this, Trotty, 
do that, or’ Daisy, do the other thing.” 
He Was continually teaching the 
yo r ones little tricks that had 
something humorous in them, -and 
noth delighted him more than for 
one the little ones to make some 
quaint remark accompanied with some

works of unknown and for the most 
rt, unworthy poets. Nothing pleased 
im more than to buy some little vol- 
ume of execrable verse, produced by a 
tin Peoria or Coldwater, or any other 
significant place, and these he would 
range proudly with the others, and 


| sometimes turn over the pages “just to 


see how bad they were.” He told Mr. 
Millard one day that things had to 
be either very oy, or very bad in or- 
der to please him. 

HIS CURIOUS COLLECTIONS. 

Nor was it books alone that Field 
collected. Every conceivable thing that 
was collectible was included. At the 
time of his death his “den” at the Sa- 
bine Farm was a veritable museum, 
ranged and hung with curios of all 
sorts from all parts of the world, col- 
lections of autographs, collections of 
war envelopes, collections of china, col- 
lections of watches, souvenirs of dis- 
tinguished people, like Gladstone's ax, 
queer old candlesticks, cages of cane-; 
ries, cases of butterfiles, all sorts of 
dogs, and dolls by the score. On one 
occasion a friend of statistical mind 
counted in Field’s “den” one hundred 
and thirty different kinds of dolls, and 
the number of his pipes and cigarette 
holders would pass enumeration. 

Field had a fixed idea that he would 
live to a green old age, and repeaiedly 
told Mr. Millard that he did not ex- 
pect to do his best Hterary work until 
he was in the netghborhood of sixty. 
Possibly it was this deep-rooted con- 
viction that made him patient in the 
bonds of journalism during the years 
when success was slowly coming. He 
was always saying to himself: ‘Never 
mind, there is time enough. I know 
where I shall be in twenty years from 
now.” But he did not know. 

One day he came into the Corner 
with the droll, half-earnest look in his 
eyes that betokened a new idea, and

was his‘iove of animals; apparently he 
never forgot the helplessness of poor 
dumb creatures in their relation to the 
human race.

For instance, there is a large pic- 
ture of Gladstone tacked up in one

The story is one that will interest 

every philanthropic reader who is eager 

to find the ways and means to make 
the world better. It is brightly told, 
with enough of plot and incident to fill 
the attention, and with heroes suffici- 
ently human to give it an air of actu- 
ality. It is really a delightfully told 
story of college settlement work, and 
jt takes one into the midst of the m.sery 
and ignorance, poverty and need 
that is found in the alleys and tene- 
ments of the great city, showing what 
may be accomplished by patient, self- 
sacrificing and generous effort in behalf 
of that element which are denominated 
“hoodlum,” but which is only humanity 
needing the uplifting influence of kind- 
ness and patient helpfulness and sym- 
pathy—that true, genuine, earnest sym- 
pathy which is the most powerful lever 
that society can make use of to help 
uplift the neglected outcasts of society. 

Very attractive is Robert, the child 
of wealth, with his large faith in 
poor Hichele, the humble organ- 
grinder, whose life for so long was 
under the cloud of suspicion, but 
whom later was found to possess all 
the elements of noble manhood. The 
book is an encouragement for those 
who would labor for others, and its 
story ends happily. It pictures life as 
we find it and teaches us a larger faith 
in humanity, and invites more earnest 
effort for the .uplifting of the little 
waifs which are everywhere adrift and 
uncared for. It is among the books of 
which we may say, “it is well that it 
has been written. . 

ITALIAN PICTURES. 

THE SISTER OF A SAINT, and other 
Stories. By Grace Ellery Channing. 
(Chicago: Stone & Kimball.)) 

It is almost like being thrust into the 
Very heart of the daily life of Italy to 
read the vividly-chosen sketches which 
fill the pages of this little volume. 

“The Sister of a Saint” is charmingly 
told, but the “‘Saint” is‘not, in our eyes, 
the Isoelina who lives so hermit-like, 
companioned only by her sorrow, but 
rather the Snor’ Amalia, who bore life's 
btrdens so patiently and uncomplain- 
ingly,-always ready to help others, and 
forgetful of self and always willing to 
to others. “The House 
on the Hill-top” is another picture of 
lowly patience and _ self-denial and 
mother love that is divine. The pov- 
erty and devotion of the Italian peas- 
ant is well portrayed, no less than the 
religious feeling which beautifies their 
faith. 

The remaining stories, all of which

CURRENT LITERATURE. 


Is There a "’Twilight” of American 
Novelists? 

Edger Fawcett says in the Inde- 
pendent that there surely is just now 
a twilight of American novelists. Re- 
calling the American rage for George 
Eliot, Anthony Trollope,, Charles 
Reade, Wilkie Collins, Miss Braddon, 
Ouida, Rhoda Broughton and other En- 
glish writers, he -comes to the time 
when American fiction largely displaced 


their stories with us, and in this con- 
nection mentions the names of Henry 
James, Mr. Howells, Mr. Lathrop, Mr. 
Bishop, Julian Hawthorne, Prof. Boy- 
esen, Mr. Cabie, Mrs. EXien Olney 
Kirk, Charles Egbert Craddock, Mrs. 
Burnett, Amelie Rives, and‘others, and 
then says: 

“Ten years ago, America presented 
for the criticism of the civilized world 
an astonishing group of novelists. The 
psychologic aroma of George Eliot 
clung to most of, them, but by many 
was shown at ney to draw largely 
upon such writers as Daudet, Maupas- 
sant, Cherbullez, and even Zola, in the 
way of inspiration and aid. The method 
of these masters, and especially their 
technical security and dispassionate 
self-effacement, underwent obvious, 
though never slavish reproduction here. 
In, critical gatherings, even among 
weekly and daily journals, English 
novelists were seldom discussed. If 
their works had signal transatlantic 
sales, I can not say, but cultivated peo- 
ple rarely either extolled or abused 
them; they simply ceased to extend 
them more than meager heed.” 

And now, exclaims Mr. Fawcett, what 
a wave of change has swept over our 
public mind! Referring to a taunt in 
one of our leading newspapers about 
“the deadly stupidity of the American 
novel,” he says that “it seems to be 
the fashion to say this and to write 
this, whether one really thinks it or 
no,”’ and continues: 

“Every new month some new Eng- 
lish writer dawns with the spléndor of 
an immense popularity upon our firm- 
ament of fiction. Does he so dawn—or 
has he previously so dawned—upon his 
own? All the vivid, strenuous, thought- 
ful, poetic work of our native novelists 
has passed into oblivious disregard. A 
troop of men and women, who are, for 
the most part, imitators of Robert 
Louls Stevenson, usurp attention and 
comment. It would be foolish to deny 
that merit exists amid this flood of 
rather hectic and flamboyant literature. 
But in it, I should say, are few signs 
of permanency... The stories are mostly 
written with an aim of mere passing 
amusement; some of them are litera- 
ture, but few are good literature. Clev- 
erness in plenty they may contain, but 
seldom either subtlety, meditaticn, or 
depth. They often have the air of be- 
ing dashed off at a white heat; and the 
impressions which they make, whether 
historic or contemporaneous, are in few 


of | —— lasting. Their style is mainly one 

| of staccato pertness; at their best they 
both of mind and| to beetched rather than painted.

“Meanwhile the pocr American nov- 
elist can only bow his head and accept 
his destiny. If he has gone out of 
fashion, he should console himself with 
the reflection that fashion is, after all, 
but ancther word for caprice; and he 
should recollect, too, that thus far, in 
the entire esthetic history of nations, 
his own American country people (as 
regards loyalty to their writers of 
books, painters of pictures, and even 
molders of statues) are the mest hot- 
and-cold, fast-and-loose, whimisical. 
freakish, and genéraily unpatriotic ever 
yet known. 

“Just now it is surely the twilight of 
our American novelists. Will night fol- 
lew, or another morning? I, for one, 
very firmly believe the last.” 


Miss Sheldon’s Book. 

Miss Grace Sheldon, the only Ameri- 
can woman representative of the press 
at the international meeting in Bor- 
deaux, France, has just returned to 
America. She is now in New York, 
busily engaged in writing a book of her 
travels in France. 

“Comparisons are odious,”’ Miss Shel- 
don says, “but I must say that we may 
feel justly proud of our American wo- 
mn journalists. Although we are a 
young nation, our gvomen writers are 


| the oldest in the world, and they are 
copied and their articles culled from: 


everywhere. Tell the women who con- 
template making the trip to Buda-Pesth 
next year that they had better begin at 
once to scour up their French, for 
that is the accepted language spoken at 
these meetings, quite irrespective of na- 
tionality. In fact,” she says, ‘“‘the com- 
mand of the French language was su- 
perb. I have been to a number of press 
and have 
heard so-called brilliant speaking, but 
never before have I had the pleasure of 
witnessing such ability for impromptu 
speeches as was made manifest by 
these men from far-away countries— 
from some countries where our freedom 
of the press is almost unknown. The 
superiority of speechmaking may be 
due to the fact that representative jour- 
nalists, espectally on the continent, are 
the mouthpieces for the journals em- 
ploying them, each one of which often 
represents a different form of govern- 
ment. Particularly is this true of 
France.” 


The Magazine and Novelist. 


Mr. Barrie is a bit anxious that the 
verdict passed upon his new novel, 
“Sentimental Tommy,” may not be all 
that he hopes for it, and he is reported 
as having said that until the story ap- 
pears in Scribner’s Magazine and the 
readers of that magazine have pro- 
nounced their verdict of it, he will not 
be happy.

Authors Who Have Doubles. 

(Correspondence Cincinnati Times- 
Star:) Several of our best-known au- 
thors are being irritated at finding that 
they have “doubles’’—not “doubles” so 
far as appearances are concerned, but 
“doubles” of their names. James Whit- 
comb Riley is in that predicament just 
at present, @ poet having cropped up 
whose name is James W. Riley and 
whose work is not unlike that of the 
Hoosier poet. Mr. Howells was for a 
time troubled by a man whose name 
was William D. Howells, and whose 
special writing gift seemed to lie in the 
writing of essays on general literary 
topics such as the well-known novelist 
has often chosen. The late George W. 
Childs was caused no end of annoyance 
by a man of precisely the same aame 
who persisted in deluging the maga- 
zine offices with poetry. Now, Miss 
Wilkins discovers that she has a 
“double” of her name in an author in 
Pennsyivanta, who is sending stories 
around to the periodicals under the 
name of “Mary Wilkins,” which, it ts 
asserted, is really the baptismal name 
of the woman. I remember Bugene 
Field telling me of a “double” of his 
name who lIfved in Seattle, and who 
hed a way of writing poetry and get- 
ting it published, much to the ‘liscom- 
ort of the Chicago poet, since the work 
of the Seattle Field was of the most 
mediocre .character. Every once in 


a while the known Eugene Field would | 


receive a letter from a friend asking if 
it were possible that he could have 
written the enclosed, and then would 
fall out of the letter a piece of. verse 


which used to try Field’s vocabulary to 
its utmost. 


Life of Hall Caine. 


Among the marked men of these days 
is Hall Caine, author of “The Manx- 
man.” He has been on this side of the 
water for a little while, trying to se- 
cure for English authors certain Can- 
adian copyright legislation. When a 
man writes a book or books that move 
two continents to consider the kind of 
a men he is, and the environment that 
fashioned him, he, is indeed worthy of 
aitention. Things about this man here 
set forth in a so-called biographical 
study in the Windsor Magazine can be 
had for the reading: 

Extreme dignity is the leading char- 
acteristic of Thomas Henry Hall Catne 
asaman, justas extreme conscienti- 
ousness is his leading characteristic 
as a wrifer.' He: possesses in a high 
degree the sense of the responsibility 
which an author owes to the public and 
himself. It is on account of these facts 
that the story of his uneventful private 
life and brilliant literary career is a 
highly interesting one. It shows how, 
by firmness of principle and a high re- 
spect of the public and himself, a man 
of undoubted genius has been enabled 
to raise himself to a@ position in the 
English-speaking world to which few 
men of letters have ever attained, a 
position which may be compared to 
that of a vates among the Romans, of 
a prophet in Israel. 

Hall Caine, as his double name im- 
plies, comes of the mixed Norse and 
Celtic race which constitutes the popu- 
lation of the Isle of Man. Hall, his 
mother’s neme, is Norse, and is com- 
mon to this day in Iceland, from, which 
the Norsemen came Manxtfand. 
Caine, which means “a fighter with 
clubs,” is Celtic. Hall Caine himself, 
with his ruddy beard and hair and 
distinctive features, has inheritedrather 
the physical characteristics of his ma- 
ternal ancestors, the Norsemen. : 

He comes of a stock of crofters. or 
small farmers, who for centuries have 
supported themselves by tilling the soil 
and fishing the sea. He is the first 
of all his line who ever worked his 
brain for living. © His grandfather, 
who had a farm of sixty acres in the 
beautiful parish of Ballaugh, which lies 
between Peel and Ramsey, was a was- 
trel, fond of amusements and dissipa- 
tions to be found in Douglas, and alien- 
ated his small property, so that, at the 
age of 18, his son, Hall Caine’s father, 
was, for a living, obliged to apprentice 


himself to a blacksmith at Ramsey. 


HIS EARLY ENVIRONMENT. 

When he had learned his trade he re- 
moved, in the hopes of finding more 
remunerative employment, to Liver- 
pool. Here, however, he found it so 
hard to support himself. as a black- 
smith that he set to work to learn the 
trade of ship’s smith, a remunerative 
one in those days, when Liverpool was 
the center of the ship-building trade. 
He became a skilled worker and at the 
time of his marriage was able to com- 
mand a wage of 36 shillings a week, in 
addition to what he was able to earn 
by piecework. It was while engaged 
on a piece of work on a ship at Run- 
corn, in Cheshire, that, on May 14, 1853, 
the child was born, his second son, to 
whom he gave th@ names of Thomas 
Henry Hall. Runcorn can thus claim 
to be the birthplace of the famous 
writer, although his birth there was a 


érpool, and his éarliest recollections are 
of life in his grandmother's cottage of 
Ballavoliey, Ballaugh, in the Isle of 
Man, a house set in a wooded plain 
surrounded by high mountains, which 
glow, here yellow with the gorse, there 
purple with the heather. In the fore- 
groundis that beautiful old church of 
Ballaugh,in the cemetery of which lie 
many generations of Caines at rest, and 
between the old church and the village 
lies the curragh land, full of wild flow- 
ers and musical with the notes of every 
bird that uplifts its voice to heaven. 
Far off can be descried, across the sea, 
the Mull of Galloway. It is, in its rare 
beauty, a spot than which, for a poet's 
childhood, no fitter could be found. - 
The Ballavolley cottage was a typi- 
cal Manx cottage. On one side of the 
porch was the parlor, which also served 
asa dairy, redolent with milk . and 


bright with rare old Derby china. On° 


the other side was the living-room, 
with its undulating floor of stamped 


earth, and grateless hearthstone of the’ 


ingle, to the right and left of which 
were seats. Here in the inglenook the 
little boy would sit watching his aunt 
cooking the oaten cake on the griddle, 
over a fire of turf from the curragh 
and gorse from, the hills, or the bub- 
bling cooking pot slung on the slowrie. 

One of his earliest recollections is of 
his-old grandmother, eeated on her 
three-legged stool, bending over the 

re, tongs in hand, renewing the fuel 
of gorse under the griddle. The walis 
of this room were covered with blue 
crockery-ware, and through the open 
rafters of the unplastered ceiling could 
be seen the flooring of the bedrooms 
above. These were the bedrooms, very 
low dormer rooms, with the bed in the 
angle where the roof was lowest. 

One had to crawl into bed.and lie just 
under the whitewashed “scraa,” or 
turf roofing, which smelt deliciously 
with an odor that at times stfl] haunts 
the cottage lad in statelier homes. 
GRANDMOTHER’S FAIRY TALES. 


Hall .Caine’s impressions of his life at 
Ballavolley are vivid—the old preacher 
at the church, the drinking bouts of 
“jough” beer by the gallon amongst the 
villagers, the donkey rides upon the 
curragh, But what it best pleases him 
to remember are the times when, seated 
in the inglenook, he used to listen to 
his grandmother telling fairy stories as 
she sat at her black oak spinning-wheel, 
bending low over the whirling yarn. 

“Hommybeg”—it was a pet name she 
had given to him—‘Hommybeg,” she 
would say, “I will tell you of the fair- 
ies.”” And ‘the story that he liked best 
to listen to—though it so frightened him 
that he would run and hide his face in 
the folds of the blue Spanish cloak, 
wh‘'oh Manx women have worn since 
two ships of the great Armada were 
wrecked upon the island—was the story 
of how his grandmother, when a lass, 
‘had seen the fairies with her own eyes. 
That was many years before. She had 
been out one night to meet her sweet- 
heart, and as she was returning in the 
moonlight she was overtaken by a mul- 
titude of little men, tiny little fellows 
in velvet coats and cocked hats and 
pointed shoes, who ran after her, 
swarmed over her, and clamored up 
her streaming hair. 

He was a precocious lad and khew no 
greater delight than to read. The first 
book that he remembers reading was a 
bulky tome on the German reformation, 
about Luther and Melancthon,. which 
he had found. He spent weeks over it, 
and, staggering under its weight, would 
carry it out into the hayfield, where, 
truant to the harvest, he would lie be- 
hind the sacks and read and read. One 
night, indeed, his interest in the book 
led him to break the rules of his 
thrifty home, where children went to 
bed when it was dark, so that candles 
shotld not be burnt, and he lit the 
candles and read on about Luther. He 
was found thus by one of his aunts as, 
pails in hand, she returned home from 
milking the cows. Her’ anger was 
great. “Candles lit!” she cried. ‘What's 
to do? Candles. Wasting the andles on 
reading, on mere reading!” He was 
beaten and sent to bed, bursting with 
indignation at such injustice, for he 
felt that candles were nothing com- 
pared to knowledge. , 

He attributes his success in part to 
the fact that he has always been a 
great reader of the Bible. -. 

“I think,” he says, “ that I know my 
Bible as few literary men know it.” 
Indeef, Ruskin has. said of Hall Caine 
that he knows it better than any living 
writer of fiction. “My great pleasure 
on Sundays,” says Caine, “is to listen 
to the reading of the Bible in the 
church. It is so wonderful, and how <«4d- 
mirable also is the prayer book. The 
Bible has for me very much the same 
appeal that it had for Bunyan. There 
is no book in the world like it, and the 
finest novels ever written fall far short 
in interest of any one of the stories it 
tells. Whatever strong situations I 
have in my books are not of my crea- 
tion, but are taken from the Bible. ‘The 
Deemster’ is the story of the prodigal 
son. ‘The Bondman’ is the story of 
Esau and Jacob, though in my version 
sympathy attaches to Esau. ‘The Scape- 
goat’ is the story of Eli and his sons, 
but with Samuel as a little girl. ‘The 
Manxman’ is the story of David and 
Uriah. My new book algo comes out of 
the Bible, from a perfectly startling 
source.” 

Hall Caine does not begin his books 
with a character or group of characters 
like Dickens or Scott, nor with a plot 
like Wilkie Collins, nor with a scene like 
Black, but with an idea, a spiritual in- 
tent. In all his books the central mo- 
tive is always the same. 

“It is,” he says, “‘the idea of justice, 
the idea of a divine justice, the idea 
that righteousness always works itself 
out, that out of hatred and malice come 
love. My theory is that a novel, a 
piece of imaginative: writing, must end 
with a sence of justice, must leave the 


impression that justice is inevitable, ‘the velveteen jacket, th

(CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
NEW YORK, Dec. 16, 1895.—It was a 
very queer crowd—in the extreme 
front were the pawnbrokers from off 
the Bowery. Among them, and around 
them, were fashionable women, who 
looked frightened because their sables 
were a little too close to shabby coats, 
and becauge their ears were shocked 
by loud. voices.

“WHY ROSECRANS WAS REMOVED. 


JAMES R. GILMORE LEARNED THE REASON ON CHRISTMAS 
| DAY, 1863. 


Declared that Rosecrans Lost His 


In 1863 I visited Washington on but 
one occasion until late in December. 
In the mean while the battles of Chick- 
amauga and Chattanooga had been 
fought and Gen. Rosecrans had been 
removed from the command of the 
Army of the Cumberland. During this 
December visit I called at the Treas- 
ury Building on Setretary Chase, whom 
I knew well through Robert T. Walker, 
and among the first words that I said 
to him were: 5 

“A mistake was made and a great in- 
justice was done in the removal of 
Gen. Rosecrans.” | 

He asked me if I knew enough about 
the subject to speak so positively upon 
it, and I replied that if I could have 
had his ear before the 15th of October 
Mr, Stanton would not have been able 
to persuade Mr. Lincoln to any such 
action. Mr. Chase expressed a strong 
desire to hear what I had to say, and 
requested me to remain over and dine 
with him on the succeeding day, which 
was Chistmas. Dinner being over on 
the following day, Mr. Chase led me 
into*his library, rémarking: “I had al- 
ways the highest esteem for the char- 
acter and ability of Gen. Rosecrans, 
and it was a shock to me to think that 
he had lost his head at Chickamauga. 
Up to that battle I had persistently 
stood: by him, often to the strong dis- 
pleasure of Mr. Stanton.’ Now what 
is the reason of his animosity to the 
general?” 

I took no notes of this conversation 
at the time, but I am positive that I 
am correctly reporting the spirit and 
substance of the interview. I replied 
that I thought the difference between 
Rosecrans and Stanton had its origin 
soon after the battle of Stone River, 
when the Secretary wrote the general 
a@ personal letter stating that he had 
decided to offer a major-generalship in 
the ular army to the commander 
who should first win an important vic- 
tory. Rosecrans, who valued the lives 
of ‘his men far more than he did his 
own, understood this as an appeal to 
him to risk his army to serve his per- 
sonal ambition. He was highly indig- 
nant. A gentleman who was present 
told me that he sprang from his chair 
and, reading the letter aloud, ex- 
claimed: ‘“‘Does Stanton intend to reg- 
ulate army promotions on the principles 
of a gift enterprise? Does he suppose 
I will sacrifice my men to my personal 
ambition?” Rosecrans is courteous but 
blunt and outspoken, and he at once 
dictated a reply to Stanton that was 
curt and cutting, and strongly expres- 
sive of his indignation. This, I think, 
I told Mr. Chase was in my opinion 
the “entering wedge between Stanton 
said Mr. Chase. “But 

e 
telbine what you saw yourself of Rose- 
crans.”’ 


“eI was with him during the larger 


part of May, and saw him every day, 

nd at all hours of the day and right. 

e spoke to me with the utmost frank- 
ness, but it has seemed to me since that 
he intended to fit me by personal ob- 
servation to make an intelligent report 
of the actual condition of things to Mr. 
Lincoln. Before I had been at head- 
quarters two days Gen. Garfield told me 
that Stanton had been for some time 
badgering Rosecrans to make a forward 
movement, which the army was in no 
condition for, and a day or two later 
he said that an order had come to go 
forward to Chattanooga. Rosecrans 
\said nothing special to me on the sub- 
ject, but I was present on several occa- 
sions when he dictated dispatches to 
the War -Department, showing the ut- 
‘ter impracticability of a forward move- 
ment. Finally, one night, a fortnight 
or more afterward, as I sat in Rose- 
‘crans’s room in close conversation 
with Gen. Thomas—who had said to me 
“that a forward movement at that time 
‘would be suicidal, and that the general 


“would resign sooner than make it— 


osecrans came to wus, and, handing 
homas a dispatch, said:. “We have got 
our sentence. It is too late to send for 
McCook and Crittenden, but I will have 
‘them here in the morning.’ ” 
AN IMPORTANT MILITARY CON- 
FERENCE. 
In the morning about a score of of- 
ficers were gathered in Rosecrans’s 
room, when McCook and Crittenden en- 
tered it together. Instantly, as if the 
purpose of their visit were well under- 
Stood, every one except Gen. Thomas 
took up his hat and left the apartment. 
I was following them, when Rosecrans 
called ‘me back, saying: “I am to have 
‘a conference with my corps command- 
ers, and I want you to stay and hear 
what they say.”’ 
_, When the others had gone Rosecrans 
said to McCook and Crittenden, “I have 
a peremptory order from the War De- 
artment to move forward at once. 
ow, I want your opinion as to the 
advisability of the movement.” : 

Crittenden spoke first and said: “Gen- 
eral, it would be absolute madness.” 

“Why so?” said Rosecrans. “Give 
your reasons fully and frankly. Never 
mind this gentleman. He is one of us.” 

Crittenden then went on with a clear 
statement of our own and the enemy’s 
resources, I taking down his words in 
my note book. 

“Bragg’s infantry,” he said, 
nearly, if not quite, as strong as ours, 
while his cavalry outnumbers ours four 
to one, is better mounted, and under 
such active and able leaders as Forrest 
and Wheeler. ‘The scouts rt that 
Bragg has 18,000. men, under Polk, 
strongly intrenched at Shelbyville, and 
12,000 under Hardee, also strongly in- 
trenched, a few miles to the east, on the 
railroad at Wartrace. Those numbers 
are doubtless below the facts, and you 
must add to them Brage’s 10,000 cav- 
alry. ‘For the past sixty days Bragg 
has had 3000 negroes building intrench- 
ments eighteen miles south of Shelby- 
ville at Tullahoma, to approach which 
you will have only the most wretched 
roads and mountain gorges, where two 
Wagons cannot move abreast. Beaten 
at Shelbyville, Bragg will fall back to 
Tullahoma and, having fought one 
bloody battle at Shelbyville, you will 
have to fight another to dislodge him, 
and the only result will be that you 
will be cooped up at Tullahoma, cut 
off from your communications, with 
only a wretched mountain country al- 
ready devastated by Bragg to depend 
on for your supplies.” 

“But,” said Rosecrans, “suppose we 
were to flank Bragg at both Shelbyville 
and Tullahoma by taking a more east- 
erly route to Chattanooga?” 

“Then you might get there with less 
loss of life, and only your cavalry cut 
to pieces, but you would have left be- 
hind to guard your communications 
one-fourth of your men, and would ap- 
pear before the formidable intrench- 
ments of Chattanooga with a much 
smaller force than Bragg would have. 
General, you should not move a mile 
with less than 100,000 infantry and 6000 
“to 10,000 cavalry. Mr. Stanton is either

crazy or bent upon the destruction of 
this army.”’ 

“Well,” said Rosecrans, “how long 
would it take us by a flank movement 
to get to Chattanooga?” 

“You might get there in sixty days, 
but it would be safer ta count on 
ninety.” 

“Now, let me hear from you, Gen- 
said Recsecrans, addressing Mc- 


ook. 

“I entirely agree with Gen. Critten- 
den,” he answered, “though I think 
him wrong about Stanton—he is a na- 
tural-born fool.’’ 

“You are both wrong about the Sec- 
retary,” said Rosecrans; “he is neither 
a krrave nor a fool, but he fears the 
administration will go to pieces with- 
out victories, and he is so impatient 
for them that he doesn’t stop to con- 
sider how they are to be won.” 

Then he continued: “Gen. Thomas, 
do not the views of these gentlemen 
fully accord with those you have ex- 
pressed to me?’ : 

“They do, fully,”” answered Thomas. 
“We need 100,000 men and a strong cav- 
alry support besides. While we are on 
the way to Chattanooga, Bragg may, 
and probably will,. receive large rein- 
forcements. We might get there with 
from 35,000 to 40,000 men, but I should 
expect Bragg already there with 75,000. 
I should want to know. that Gen. 
Meade would give such active employ- 
ment to Gen. Lee as would hold. every 
one of his men in Virginia."’. ' 

When the interview was over Mc- 
Cock said to Rosecrans: “Well, Gen- 
eral, what do you propose to do?” 

Rosecrans answered, “I propose to 
discuss it no further with Stanton— 
words are wasted upon him. I shall 
submit the whole subject to the Presi- 
dent personally, through our friend 
here, who will report to him your opin- 
ions and those of the various division 
and brigade commanders he has talked 
with on the subject. What do you say, 
Mr. Gilmore? I will let you go home if 
you will take Washington on your way 
and report to Mr. Lincoln what you 
— seen here, and the opinions of my 

cers.”

I cheerfully consented and in a few 
days laid this and other matters in the 
course of a four hours’ interview before 
the President. Then I remarked to Mr. 
Chase, “I need not tell you the reat, 
for you doubtless know what followed.” 

Mr. Chase answered that he did—that 
Mr: Lincoln countermanded Stanton’s 
order, and wrote Rosecrans that he 
would strain every nerve to put him 
speedily in a rosition to make a forward 
movement. Then he added something 
about that matter which I did not 
know, that Mr. Lincoln had counter- 
manded the order without consulting 
the Secretary of War, and consequently, 


meeting on the following day, he was 
in a highly explosive state of feeling. 
After Mr. Lincoln had related our in- 
terview and stated what he had done, 
Mr. Stanton remarked that he thought 


ing the advice of civilians in respect to 
military movements. 

Mr. Lincoln smiled, but made no re- 
ply, and Mr. Chase took up the cudgels 
on my behalf. As soon as he was 
through, Mr. Lincoln quietly remarked, 
“Come, come, Stanton, you are firing 
wild—you don't hit Mr. Gilmore. He 
has given me no advice. He has merely 
answered my questions and read to me 
the opinions of sixteen of Rosecrans’s 
general officers as he took them down 
fresh from their lips. They were all-of 
one mind; and therefore, I had only to 
decide whether Mr. Gilmore was re- 
porting them correctly, and about that 
—I know Mr. Gilmore personally. He 
did say, after I had told him that he 
might write or telegraph -Rosecrans 
that I should recall the order, and do 
all I could to sustain him, that he 
wished I would telegraph Rosecrans 
myself, and at once—that very night— 
So he might get it the next morning. He 
thought “Old Rosey” was just the man 
to appreciate such a courtesy. I thought 
so myself, and so I did it, and conse- 
quently, Mr. Stanton, if any one has 
sinned in this matter it has been your 
humble servant.” 

At this point in our conversation Mr. 
Chase asked what I thought of Rose- 
crans’s personality; I answered that he 
was one of the ablest of organizers and 
executors. The old adage was that “a 
workman was known by his chips.” 
Every one of Rosecrans’s battles had 
been fought against superior forces, 
and been won solely by his personal 
bravery and efficiency. I was not a 
military critic, but a score of experi- 
enced military men—among them 
Quincy Gilmore—had told me that Ros:- 
crans was the most tenacious fighter, 
and the ablest strategist in our army. 

Mr. Chase then remarked that I must 
have expressed these same opinions to 
Mr. Lincoln, for he had used very 
nearly the same language when Stan- 
ton proposed the removal of Rosecrans, 
merely adding that he was the unly one 
of our generals who had thus far 
shown the ability to cope with Lee, and 
that his flanking of Bragg out of Shel- 
byville, Tullahoma and Chattanooga 
was the most splendid piece of strategy 
that he knew of.

Garfield said that he was just as cool 
and collected at Chickamauga—ex- 
pressed a little surprise, nothing more,

and ns; thatein this his 
sympathies had been with 
the general, and he had done all he 
could to promote harmony between 
therm. Finally, soon after: Chickamau- 
ga, he received a letter from an officer 
high in rank under Rosectans, and in 
whom he had great confidence, which 
said that after the breaking of our 
line in the second day's battle, the gen- 
eral was demoralized, panic-stricken 
and totally unfit to command; in fact, 
that nothing but the immovable firm- 
ness of Gen. Thomas had saved the 
army. Mr. Chase had carried this 
letter for several days before he con- 
cluded that he ought to show’ it to Mr. 
Lincolh. . This he did in a private inter- 
view, and Mr. Lincoln expressed both 
surprise and incredulity, but said that 
things out there were in a critical 
condition and we could not afford to 
take any chances. We had already 
ordered Sherman to the support of 
Rosecrans, but he thought we had bet- 
ter do even more—merge the depart- 
ments of Ohio, Cumberland and Ten- 
nessee, each with its present com- 
mander, but all three under Grant, who 
should proceed at once to Chattanooga. 
This plan struck Mr. Chase favorably 
and it was brought up at once before 
a Cabinet meeting, to which, at Mr. 
Lincoln's request, Mr. Chase read the 
Chickamauga letter. At once Mr. Stan- 
ton suggested the removal of Rose- 
crans and the subetitution of Gen. 
Thomas in the command of the army 
at Chattanooga; and the entire Cab- 
inet approved of the suggestion. To 
this Mr. Lincoln objected, saying that 
he could not believe the statements of 
the letter, and he was unwilling to do 
an injustice to Rosecrans. He finally 
agreed that the superseding of Rose- 
crans by Gen. Thomas should be left 
optional with Gen. Grant, and it was 
so expressed -in the dispatch of the 
War Department, which, inasmuch as 
it was borne to Grant by Stanton him- 
self, secured the removal of Rosecrans. 

Stanton could not have secured his 
purpose but for the writing of that 
letter to Secretary Chase, and that let- 
ter, which contained not one word of 
truth, was written by Rosecrans’s pro- 
fessed friend and admirer, James A.

Talks 


Superintendent Malholland 
About Water Mains. 


Superintendent Mulholland of the 
Los Angeles City Water Company was 
seen yesterday in reference to the dif- 
ficulty experienced by the firemen 
Wednesday night in getting sufficient 
water from the Broadway main for the 
fire on the west side of Broadway, be- 
tween Fourth and Fifth streets. 

At the fire in question engines were 
connected with the hydrants ac the cor- 
ners of Broadway and Third, Fourth 
and Fifth streets. At first two lines of 
hose were laid from each engine, but 
as the water pressure obtained from 
these lines was insufficient, one line 
was taken off from each engine. From 
the three lines remaining very good 
streams were obtained. 

Mr. Mulholland said that Broadway 
was formerly supplied by a 4-inch main, 
but a 16-inch main has since been put 
in. The smaller main was left in use 
so that both mains are now in opera- 
tion. The hydrant at Fourth street has 
.been connected ‘with the larger main 
but the one at Fifth street has not. He 
was not certain whether or not the 
one at Third street had been: trans- 
ferred to the larger main. Instructions 
had been given to the foreman to make 
transfers of fire hydrants from the 
smaller to the larger mains at the ear- 
liest opportunity, and this would be 
done soon. 

Questioned as to whether there is any 
difference in the pressure on the mains 
from the reservoirs at different periods 
of the day, Mr. Mulholland said there 
was not. uring the day there was a 
Sreater consumption from the mains, 
and this possibly would make a slight 
difference in the pressure at hydrants 
and faucets at that time. The gates 
between the reservoirs and the mains 
@re not changed either night or day. 

It has heen argued that the lack of 
pressure from the hose at the Broad- 
way fire was in part due to the small 
size of the apertures where jose is con- 
nected with the hydrants. In order to 
remedy tiis, it is said, that not only 
would each hydrant need to have a 
larger aperture, or else have “twin” con- 
nections (that is two couplings) but the 
supply pipe leading from the main to 
the hydrant would have to be larger. 

The supply pipes leading to the hy- 
drants now in use are of the 4-inch size. 
It is estimated shat if these supply 
pipes were replaced by pipes 6 inches 
iii diameter there could be about three 
times as much water delivered from 


hydrant. 


The City Water Company contends 
that, while hydrants having a greater 
delivery capacity are needed for the 
adequate fire protection of the business 
portion of the city, the contract be- 
tween the company and the city does 
not require the former to furnish such 
hydramts.

Fierce Mustaches in the German 
Navy Must Fall. 


A panic, says a: Berlin correspond- 
ent, has invaded the guilds of barbers 
and hair-dressers in Kiel and Wilhelm- 
shafen—the fidurishing centers of Ger- 
many’s imperial navy. It" appears a 
decree has.gone out from one of the 
district- commanders requiring all offi- 
cers and men of the Kaiser’s navy un- 
der his command henceforth to divest 
themselves of the hirsute ornaments of 
their upper lips, and to go about clean- 
shaven;or to. wear full beards. 

This betokens havoc and ruin to the 
trade, say the local barbers; for rathér 
than be clean-shaven and ‘ose their 
flowing mustaches the men will dis- 
pense with their daily.shave and take 
to beard themselves li the vard. The 
guilds have, therefore, petitioned the 
admiralty to have the order canceled. 

Bushy mustaches do not go well with 
navy-cut suits, and long, flowing 
beards are equally out of place; but 
Teutons of @ll ranks and classes cling 
to the mustache, and it will_be no easy 
to run counterto popular predilec- 

on. 

There has been a good deal of talk 
about the matter in the service, but it 
is still supposed no formal steps haves 
been taken by the supreme authorities 
‘to enforce the proposed change. 

In the days of Prince Adalbert of 
Prussia, the father of Germany’s mod- 
ern navy, when every effort to encour- 
age the growth of a sea force was pooh- 
poohed in Prussia, that Prince did con- 
trive to enforce upon his officers the 
fashion—said to have been copied at the 
time from England—of wearing flowing 
whiskers; and this. accounts for the 
fact that many retired naval officers of 
those days have clung to their former 
habits in this respect. 

The fashion was, however, mot of 
long duration, and was dropped, as it 
clashed, so I am told, with the wishes 
and taste of one of the Princes of Hesse; 
but while it lasted Prince Adalbert was 
very particular about the execution of 
his order, and would not look at a naval 
officer who ran counter to it. Since that 
time there has been no regubation cut 
or custom affecting: the facial appear- 
ance of Teutonic tars, and officers and 
men alike have been allowed to do 
what they like in the matter. 

His Majesty, and his brother as well, 
who holds the rank of-admiral, con- 
sider that the custom prevailing in the 
British royal 
characteristic smartness .of appearance 
to naval officers and men of all ranks; 
and their opinions are certainly sup- 
ported by the older officers in their own 
service. 

It remains to be seen whether the in- 
novation can be introduced without 
giving offense. The mustache plays a 
very important part in the facial adorn- 
ment of Teutons. Even coachmen and 
men servants can seldom be induced to 
clean-shave, and so prevalent are flerce 
mustaches, very becoming to -their 
wearers, among working men and coun- 
try laborers in the Fatherland,~ that 
their absence makes a man re- 
markable.

ONE GOOD RESULT. 


If the present war-cloud proves to 
be charged with nothing worse than 
wind, it will at least serve one good 
purpose. It will emphasize the neces- 
sity of strengthening our defenses on 
Jand and sea, and of holding ourselves 
better prepared than we have been in 
the past to repel invasion or act upon 
the aggressive, as may be necessary. 
Such precautions would be rather in 
the interests of peace than of war; for 
the surest guaranty of peace is the 
ability to carry on a successful war if 
occasion arises. 

The American people have too long 
rested secure ynder the idea that war 
with a foreign country was virtually 
impossible. The events of the past 
few days have forcibly illustrated the 
falseness and danger of this notion. 

If the United States is to maintain 
the place which of right belongs to it 
among the great powers of the earth, 
it must be prepared to enforce its 
rights and protect its interests where- 
soever they are menaced. 

The aggressiveness and rapacity of 
Buropean nations was certain, sooner 
or later, to force upon us the alterna- 
tive of ‘tame submission to wrong or 
vigorous resistance. Such an alterna- 
tive is now before us. We are not pre- 
pared so well as we ought to be to 


_ fame a republic in 1864. Its form of 


‘to our safety, but to our dignity and 


_meet it. Our coast defenses are weak, 


our navy is inadequate, and our stand-: 


ing army is insufficient. No loyal 
American doubts that we shall be vic- 
torious in the conflict if war be the 
outcome of the present difficulty. But 
our victory will be more dearly bought 
than it would be if we were better 
equipped for the struggle. 

“In time of peace prepare for war” 
is a trite but wise maxim. The Vene- 
cuelan incident has taught us a valua- 
ble lesson, even though it does not 
eventuate in armed conflict. There will 
probably be no serious opposition from 
any source to an adequate strengthen- 
ing of our defenses and an increase of 
the army and the navy to such an ex- 
tent as may be necessary to insure 
eur national safety. 

These things are essential not only 


prestige as the foremost nation of the 
Western Hemisphere. The Venezuelan 
affair has served to arouse a spirit of 
nationalism which, it is earnestly to 
be hoped, will not soon become dor- 
mant. It has kindled anew the fires 
of patriotism in every loyal breast, 
and has added a new splendor to the 
Flag which every patriot holds dearer 
than life itself. 


VENEZUELA. 


The events of the past few days 
have turned the eyes of the civilized 
world upon the small South American 
republic of Venezuela, and all infor- 
mation concerning it is.read with in- 
terest. The appended paragraphs are 
from a timely article in the San Fran- 
cisco Bulletin of December 20: _ 

“This most northerly republic of 
South America has suddenly loomed 
before the world in unusual propor- 
tions. For some time to come it will 
claim a prominence such as it has 
never had before in all its history, and 
such as its people never dreamed it 
would have. It is one of the least im- 

t of the republics of the world, 

ut, as in the case of some individuals, 
it is about to have greatness thrust 
upon it. History records the fact that 
Venezuela was discovered by Colum- 
‘us in 1498. A settlement of Span- 
jards took possession of the country in 
1520 and held it until 1823, when the 
Venezuelans, who had declared their 
independence™in 1811, regained posses- 
sion after a long and bitter struggle of 
eleven years.

The coun- 
try has evidently not always been able 
to present such a satisfactory state- 
ment, for it is heavily in debt. Its 
foreign debt in 1893 was £2,659,300, be- 
sides which it had a domestic debt in 
the same year of £2,669,797. Its com- 
merce lies chiefly with Great Britain.

in 1893 were valued-at £931,214, and its 


exports back were £89,684.” 


MR. BAYARD, MINISTER. 


The New York Sun demands the re- 


call of Ambassador Bayard because of 
his recent utterances’in England and 


Scotland. “What would be done,” it 


asks, “if the British Ambassador, Sir 
Julian Pauncefote, were to use, in some 


address to the American public, such 
language as was used by Mr. Bayard? 
Would not every self-respecting Amer- 
ican auditor have squirmed with in- 
stinctive antipathy to hear the official 
representative of any people thus ex- 
hibit them as politically and morally 
depraved, unworthy, and more de- 
serving of contempt and aversion than 
of admiration?” Then the Sun asks 
whether the Ambassador would not 
have been instantly recalled by Queen 
Victoria if he had insulted her by a 
toast in Mr. Bayard’s tone, “presuming 
to describe her as an aggressive auto- 
crat, and her people as unfit to govern 
themselves; and it adds: “There can 
be no serious discussion of this 
question. Englishmen, like other 
branches of the Anglo-Saxon race, ob- 
ject to seeing their flag spit upon in 
other countries, by any mouth, or to 
hearing their nation aspersed by foe 
or friend.” As The Times has hereto- 
fore oberved, while Mr. Bayard’s of- 
fense is not sufficient to justify his im- 
peachment, as proposed recently in the 
House, it is sufficient to justify his 
immediate recall, and President Cleve- 
land would win public approval by re- 
net him at once. 


Comptroller Bowler, who took upon 
himself the responsibility of deciding, 
several months ago, that the appro- 
priation made by Congress for sugar 
bounties was uncontitutional, has run 
against a snag in the form of a de- 
cision by Judge Pardee, of the United 
States Circuit Court, to the effect that 
Congress is the exclusive judge of the 
purposes to which money shall be ap- 
propriated, and that its action in 
making any appropriation is not sub- 
ject to review or reversal by any other 
power. The Supreme Court of the 
United States will decide whether 
Judge Pardee or Bowler is right. 


One of the British newspapers, com- 
menting on the possibility of war, ob- 
serves that “the Southern States must 
be reckoned with. “Yankee,” it adds, 
“is yet a term of reproach im the 
South. There are yet men living in the 


‘South who dream that the Stars and 


Bars will one day wave above the 
Stars and Stripes.” All of which shows 
that some British newspapers and peo- 
ple are deceiving themselves. .

To Take Christmas Among the 
Very Poort | 

Amid all the laughter and plenty of 
the Christmas-tide in Southern Cali- 
fornia, where everything combines to 
make perfect the season of rejoicing 
and general good will, it is hard to re- 
alize that even in this favored land 
there are some to whom Christmas will 
come with empty hands, and to whom 
the blessed anniversary of the Christ- 
child’s birth will mean no lightening 
of the dull round of poverty and toil. 

Although no direct appeal for aid 
may be made by those who are in the 
bitterest need of a helping hand, the 
silent misery of the women and chil- 
dren who are struggling for existence 
inthe. _quarters of this city, 
speaks louder than words to the pros- 
perous men and women whose hearts 
are warmed with the Christmas cheer, 
and to whose doors the gaunt specter 
of sickness and starvation has never 
come, 

In one small house, situdtea in a 
squalid corner of the city, three fam- 
ilies are crowded, and it is hard to tell 
which most sorely needs the help that 
can be given by those who wish to 
make the day a true memorial of the 
birth of Him whose chief care was for 
the poor and sick, and who bound with 
most urgent command gl those who fol- 
low him, to edre for’ these His little 
ones in distress. 

On one floor-is a woman whose hus- 
band is dying by, inches. Two little 
children are there, but Christmas has 
no meaning to them, for their mother 
has to struggle /desperately for food 
to Keep them g@live, and there is no 
chance for even the plainest Christmas 
cheer. There will be a Christmas tree 
at the church near by, but these little 
ones may not go in their pitiful rags, 
and, unless aid comes to them, their 
Christmas will be spent in hunger and 
misery, intehsified by the groans of a 
dying father and the tears of a mother 
who sees nothing but suffering ahead 
for herself and her little ones. 

Just ov¢rhead is another pitiful sight, 
a clever, wefined little woman, who has 
seen better days, trying, in her own 
poverty, to help those who are poorer 
than she. She has four young children, 
and | hardly enough to fill the hun- 
gry liftle mouths, try as she may; and 
yet she has given shelter and a moth- 
er’s ¢are to two little babies, only three 
weeks old, whose mother was buried 
yesterday. The father of the poor lit- 
tle twins is living, but is unable to ob- 
tain work, and is desperately poor. 
There is another tiny child, about two 
years old, and the brave little neighbor 
has shouldered the burden thus thrust 
‘upon her, ahd is trying to care for all 
three, in addition to her own. 

These are only two instances out of 
many, and Christmas would indeed be 
a @eason of peace on earth, goodwill to 
men, if a helping hand were held out 
to the very poor, and a little brightness 
showered into their lives .

After 
the months of August and September, 
when our domestic lemon crops mature, 
but for Sicily. we should be without any 
lemons whatsoever, exctpt for a few 
that Spain sends us, during the iest of 
the year. Accurate figures show that 
from September 10 to 30 during 
the last five years, the’ importations 
from Sicily have been about 1.200, 
boxes every year, each containing 300 
lemons, This is equal to 360,000,000 lem- 
ons. 

(San Diego Sun:) Cramps, the ship- 
builders, want Congress in some sort 
of way, to make ‘the railroads that are 
subsidized with American money, pa- 
tronize steamships that are built with 
American money and sail under the 
American flag. The motion on the part 
of the Cramps is not entirely unselfish, 
but the idea ought to be adopted, other 
things being even. Of all nations, how- 
ever, Americans are the least clannish 
—and from present indications it looks 
as though they always will be less 
clannish than any other nation, for the 
reason that the American’ nation is 
made of particles of other nations. 
Germans have a strong inclination to 
trade with other Germans, but the 
American trades where he pleases. So 
anti-clannishness becomes something 
of a handicap to American supremacy 
in trade, and it will affect the exten- 
sion of American trade. For this rea- 
son it is not probable that any law can 
compel the American railway com- 
panies to deal with American steam- 
ship companies, simply because they 
are American steamship companies. 

(Arroyo Grande Herald:) What prom- 
ises to be a new and profitable indus- 
try in this valley is springing into ex- 
istence this season—that of growing 
cabbage in large quantities for ship- 
ment East. This has proven a paying 
industry around Los Angeles, and as 
the freight rates will be no higher 
from this place, it is presumed that it 
will prove equally remunerative here. 
Now that we have through railroad 
connections, the markets of the world 
are open to us, and there are many ar- 
ticles that could be grown here and 
shipped in quantity at a good profit, 
among,them perhaps none better than 
cabbagts and green onions. Mr. Case, 
whose place is down the valley, is rre- 
paring the ground to put in forty acres 
of, cabbage. Mr. Steele will put in 
quite a patch on his ranch, and Mr. 
Roberts and Phillips Bros., who were 
the raisers of prize onions and cab- 
bages, will largely devote their farms 
to the rye of cabbage this season. 
This is a good showing for a begin- 
ning, and will demonstrate whether it 
will be a profitable industry or not.

SETTLED IN CAUCUS. 


A COLONEL CHOSEN IN A SPIRITED 
| ELECTION. 


Officers of the Old Ninth Regiment 
Turnea Out in Force and Cap- 
tured the Piace for Johan KR. 
Berry—Col. Schreiber Defeated. 


The officers of the old Ninth Regi- 
ment, N.G.C., scored a victory last 
evening by coming to Los Angeles in 
force and electing their late lieutenant- 
colonel, John R. Berry, colonel of the 
consolidated Seventh and Ninth regi- 
ments. 

The election took place at the Sev- 
enth Regiment Armory. Thirty-five 
field and staff officers were present, 
constituting almost the full voting 
power of both regiments. The repre- 
sentatives of the Ninth, however, out- 
numbered those of the Seventh, hence 
Col. Berry had an easy victory over 
his rival for the pew colonelcy, Col. 
Schreiber. 

The matter was settled in caucus, an 
adjournment of thirty minutes for that 
purpose being taken as soon as the 
board of electors was called to order. 
At the caucus Col. Berry and Col. 
Schreiber were put. in nomination by 
their respective regiments. As Col. 
Berry received a majority of all the 
votes on first ballot, it was resolved 
to make his nomination unanimous. 
He was accordingly declared the sole 
nominee for the post of colonel of the 
new regiment. en the caucus rose 
his name was presented, and all the 
votes of the’ assembled officers were 
cast for him. 

After the election Col. Berry ex- 
pressed his appreciation of the honor 
conferred upon him in a speech that, 
was heartily applauded. 

Col. W. G. Schreiber, who for more 
than six years has commanded the 
gallant Seventh, but who is now re- 
tired through the consolidation of the 
two regiments, in response to calls for 
a speech, feelingly referred to his long 
connection with the National Guard, and 


expressed his regret that circumstances | 


necessitated his retirement. He con- 
gratulated the new regiment, however, 
on gaining so able a commander as 
Col. Berry, and pledged the loyal sup- 
port of every member of the old Sev- 
enth for their new leader. 

Brig.-Gen. C. F. A. Last, having em- 
braced the opportunity to meet for the 
first timé the assembled officers of the 
Seventh and Ninth regiments, made 
an address, during which he expressed 
sentiments that greatly pleased his 
hearers, judging by the applause they 
accorded him. 


At the conclusion of the speech- 
making, Col. Berry received the con- 
gratulations of his fellow-officers, in- 
dividually, while not a few expressed 
their regrets to Col. Schreiber on ac- 
count of his retirement. 

Col. Schreiber’s friends attribute his 
defeat to defection in his own regi- 
ment. Two officers who were in the 
city, and who ordinarily would have 
been expected to vote for him, did not 
attend the election: another supporter 
of his was in Sacramento and a fourth 
in Ventura; Col. Berry’s supporters 
were present in full force. 

Had Col. Schreiber been permitted 
to retain his colonelcy till next Sep- 
tember, he would have been eligible 
to retirement under the law on half- 
pay. His friends regret exceedingly 
that he is deprived of this privilege

INVESTIGATION BEGUN. 


The Board of Public Works Sits as 
Judge and Jury. 


The Board of Public Works, agree- 
able to instructions received from the 
Council, began yesterday the investi- 
gation of the rumors afloat regarding 
crooked work alleged to have taken 
place in the office of the Street Superin- 
tendent. Fourteen witnesses, employees 
of the department, had been summoned 
to appear and give testimony before 
the board. Deputy City Attorney 
Crutcher conducted the examination 
of the witnesses. The questions acked 
each witness varied but little. They 
were mainly of this tenor: “Are you 
an employee of the street department?” 


| “Do you own a team or work one in 


the department?” “Is the team worked 
in your own name?” “Do you krow 
of any cases where employees 
have drawn pay for teams owned by 
others?” 

The object of this questioning, as can 
readily be inferred, was to find whether 
or not any persons have drawn pay 
from the city for teams employed, 
which teams were owned by others. 
Ten or twelve men, teamsters all of 
them, were examined and questioned, 
but no facts were elicited tending to 
prove that the management of the de- 
partment was not what it should be. 

George Welch, who claims to own a 
team which the court has decided be- 
longs to the Street Superintendent’s 
brother, testified to the same facts that 
were braught out in the recent trial. An 
hour and a half was consumed in tak- 
ing the testimony of these men. At the 
conclusion of the examination Chairman 
Munson ennounced that the investiga- 
tion would be continued next Tuesday 
at 2 o’clock. Several other witnesses 
will be examined at that time. '

Or Why the Turkey Gobblers Were 
‘Nearly EXxterminated There in 
_ 1837—-A True Tale of Early 
Days. 

| (CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.) 

It. is @ well-known fact that the early 
Californians held the Indian women in 
gréat contempt, never contracting re- 
lations of any kind with them, and 
only admitting. them into the household 
a8 servants. Under the circumstances, 
it Was a matter of great wonder to 
them why so many of the od New 
traders that came by. ship 


were &0 partial to these despised daugh- 
ton of ‘the soil, taking them under 
their protection as long as they (the 
traders,) remained in the neighborhood, 

by other ways and means showing 
their great partiality for them. I have 
an idea that it was a matter of perforce 
in the case of the poor old traders, for 
thé white California women were not 
of the kind to give their destinies tem- 
porarily into the keeping of any man, 
native. or’ foreign: But as this article 
is not upon the subject, of taking or 
giving in marriage, but gt ogee solely 
to. tugkey gobblers, I will go on with 
my theme. 

Toward the end of the year of grace 
1837, the stout ship Susan Jane Prouty, 
hailing from the good city of Boston, 
and loaded with a cargo of goods and 
Yankee notions of all kinds and prices, 
am anchor about a mile off shore, op- 
posite where San Pedro now stands. 
Three or four days after the arrival of 
the strangers ‘the carts of the ranch- 
eros, eager to trade, began to assemble 
on;thé bluff near the site of the pres- 
ent. lighthouse. Becoming acquainted, 
the Californians noted at once t 
these ‘sea merchants resembled all the 
others: that had preceded t , to-wit, 
reddiah or-light hair, chin beards, with 
bristly eyebrows ‘to match, ruddy com- 
plexion and aquiline noses; the eyes 
were small and blue, inclined to be 
somewhat watery, but keen as those of 
a hawk. Some had such a nasal twang 
in their voices that it made the Califor- 
nidns ‘believe they were afflicted 
with catarrh. 

the ship’s cargo were a dozen great 
handsome bronze § turkey-cocks, for 
which the richer rancheros offered 
great prices, but they were not for sale, 
being designed as a‘specal gift to the 
padres of the Mission San Gabriel, the 
fame of whose great wealth the traders 

heard even as far south as Panama. 
When the bartering with the Coast 
raticheros was done, some half dozen 
of the sea merchants accompanied by 
as many of their crew and a few ox 
carts loaded with goods and the turkeys 
of course—the latter having a cart all 
to themselves—set out for the Mission 
San Gebriel where they arrived safely 
and were most cordially received by 
the fathers both parties, as a, matter of 
course, having the main eye to busi- 
ness, the padres to relieve the Yankees 
of silks, dishes, farming utenSils, etc.,

This building was 
completely surrounded ‘by a very high 
waAll, with only one narrow door for 
ingress and exit. In spite of all these 
safeguards for the pnotection of their 
wards, on the arrival of the traders tthe 
father superior called the duennas be- 
fore him and said the followitig, or 
words to that effeat:. “Our guests are 
strangers; we know nothing of them 
or of their customs. My soul tells me 
that they are heretics. (Here the wo- 
men crossed themselves devoutly.) It 
behooves you, then, my children, to 
keep, if possible, a stricter guard over 
your charges; be- watchful, night and 
day. lest the wolf surprise the fold, 
Now go in peace; remember my words, 
d all will be well.” 
. Fatal confidence! Little did the 
dre dream that they had to deal with 
the shrewdest people on earth, and, 
satlor-like,.good climbers to boot. In 
course of time ‘the trading with the 
mission and surrounding country was 
all done, and with many adieus and mu- 
tual expressions of good will, the mer- 
took their departure, both parties feel- 
s@tisfied, though it requires no 
Solomon to guess who had the best of 
the bargain. “Monk vs. Yankee—just. 
think Of it! Seven months had come 
and gone since the departure of the 
of the traders, or rather since thearrival 
of the turkey gobblers at the Mission 
San Gabriel; but peace reigned there 
no more, as it did in days of yore.

BUSINESS. 


FINANCIAL AND COMMERCIAL 


OFFICE OF THE TIMES, 
Los Angeles, Dec. 21, 1895. 

BANK CLEARINGS. The bank clear- 
ances for the week ended today noon, 
as reported to The Times by the Los 
Angeles Clearing-house, were: Ex- 
changes, $2,547,905.34, balances, $731,- 
541.06; against exchanges, $982,935.09, 
balances, $123,999.51 for the correspond- 
ing week of last year. This shows the 
large increase of nearly 160 per cent. 
Yor the week just ended over that of 
last year. 

Bradstreet’s in its report of bank 
clearances in the principal cities of the 
United States, published in this morn- 
ing’s Times, places the increase in the 
clearings of the Los Angeles banks for 
this week over that of the correspond- 
ing week of last year at 138.05. It 
must be remembered, however, that 
Bradstreet’s table of clearances is 
closed on Thursday of each week. This 
accounts for the discrepancy in their 
figures and the figures furnished by the 
Los Angeles Clearing-house to The 
Times, these latter always being made 
up to Saturday noon of each week. 


MONEY RATES HIGHER. The com- 
mercial banks reported money much 
scarcer today than at the close of last 
week. This is direcfly attributed to 
the disturbed state of the Eastern and 
foreign exchanges. Bank rates in this 
city are always governed by the New 
York reports and the reports from that 
city yesterday were of such a charac- 
ter as to produce an immediate tighten- 
ing in the money market here. A New 
York dispatch published In morn- 
ing’s Times states that in ‘that city 
money on call was at 5 to 8 per cent., 
while at the same time further heavy 
shipments of gold to Burope would be 
made. “In the face of these things, 
and other possibilities, it is not surpris- 
ing,”’ said a prominent banker today, 
“that money should assume a shrinking 
attitude and that interest rates should 
advance.” He then immediately added: 
“But it is needless to speak of rates, 
there are no rates at the present time, 
none are being quoted for no loans are 
being made except in cases where the 
necessities of the case absolutely re- 
quire it.” 

A general canvass of the stuation 
showed that there was no cause for 
profound enxiety. The present tight- 
ness, coming at this time of year, was 
reviewed as unfortunate but nearly all 
bankers seemed to be of the opinion 
that it was purely temporary, and the 
first indications of a better feeling on 
the New York money market would 
meet with a prompt response here. 


COMMERCIAL. 

GROCERY AND PRODUCE TRADE. 
The leading wholesale grocers report 
trade as having been good throughout 
the week, with every prospect of its 
continuing so’ throughout the coming 
one. Interior stores that have been, 
holding back are now sending in their 
orders for the holiday trade. These 
things are further confirmed at the 
railway offices where the officials report 
brisk shipments to interior points. 

In country products trade is eyually 
good. Last week was a good one and 
the one just closed has ‘ben equally 
good. Butter has got down to a price 
where it is likely to remain for three 
weeks, at least, to come, prices being 
from 57% to 60 cents for two-pound 
roll in jobbing lots. Tub is quoted at 
22 to 23 cents a pound. In eggs the 
market is “off.” That is a condition of 
effairs not unusual at this time of year. 
Toward the close of each year domestic 
eggs become more plentiful and the 
farmers instead of selling them in job- 
bing lots to the dealers, trade them di- 
rectly with the stores, thereby getting 
a little better price for them as they 
take trade for them in return. Today 
jobbers were quoting domestic eggs at 
23 to 24 cents a dozen which is 4 to 5 
centa a dozen cheaper than they were 
two weeks ago. Notwithstanding this. 
however, retail pricesremain unchanged 
es ranch eggs are still sold at 30 cents 
a dozen. Cheese is firmer at a slight ad- 
vance in all grades, potatoes are steady 
at $1 a hundred for Salinas Burbanks 
and $1.10: for Nevada Burbanks. 

CRANBERRIES. Ten days ago East- 
ern cranberries were retailing in Los 
Angeles at 10 cents a quart when sud- 
denly, without any apparent reason, the 
price was advanced to 15 cents a quart. 
An explanation of the move has at last 
come to hand. About two weeks ago a 
rumor was started in the East that the 
cranberry crop was going to be much 
shorter than was first reported, The 
rumor got in its work and before many 
days had elapsed prices were advanced 
along the entire cranberry line. The 
rumor, however, failed to stick. Some 
of the Eastern papers investigated the 
matter and the result is shown in the 
following from the New York Times: 

“Reports regarding scarcity in cran- 
berries are said by dealers to be mis- 
leading. The Cape Cod crop is 400,000 
bushels this year, against 185,000 bush- 
els last year, and the New Jersey crop 
is 140,000 bushels, against 130,000 bush- 
els last year. In spite of crop shortage 
in the West, the supply is sufficient 
meas to make prices cheaper than last 
year.”’ 

There is therefore every probability 
that cranberries will soon be again sell- 
ing in Los Angeles at the old price of 
10 cents a quart. 


SUGAR STATISTICS. The latest es- 
timate of the sugar crop of the world 
places the total of cane and beet-sugar 
production at 7,117,700 tons of which 
3,117,700 tons are of cane, and 4,000,000 
are of beet sugar. It has been figured 
out that this total supply shows a de- 
crease from the crops of 1894-95 of 1,225,- 
966 tons and 265,615 tons below the crops 


of 1893-94.

NEW YORK MARKETS. 
Sheres and Money. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

NEW YORK,. Dec. 21—The trading 
at the opening of the Stock Exchange 
session today was even more demoral- 
ized than in the initial dealings of yes- 
terday. London cables showed lower 
prices, but reported a better tone prev- 
alent at that center. Nevertheless the 
foreign houses continued to unload 
American securities. and the decline of 
values in.the first quarter of an hour 
was very severe and extended to 9 per 
cent. in Lead preferred. The declige in 
the leading railways was headed by 
— Shore, with a break of 7 percent. 
The flurries then subsided and prices, 
took a turn upward. Lead. impfoved, 
5 per cent. In the final dealings there 
was considerable pressure against the 
grangers ahd coalers, which resulted 
in heavy losses. The total sales were 
134,589 shares, including 36,000 in Sugar. 
A week of intense excitement in finan- 
cial circles has just been brought toa 
close. Seldom, if ever, has the Stock 
Exchange been convulsed to such a de- 
gree and for so long a period, as in the 
present instance. Heretofore, panics 
have quickly subsided and the bottom 
has been reached by rapid stages, but 
upon the delivery of Tuesday last of 
the President’s message on the Vene- 
zuelan, imbroglio, the stock board has 
steadily increased. Associated Press 
advices on Saturday declkared_ the 
Rothschild story to be a canard, 
announced that the London bankers 
<p resolved to make no withdrawals 
of American credits for the present. As 
@ result, declines made in the opening 
dealings partly recovered and a 
steadier tone temporarily governed the 
share speculation. The improved feel- 
ing was of brief duration and the 
gains made were in many instances 
almost entirely wiped out and the mar- 
ket closed decidedly heavy in tone. The 
sales for foreign account are estimated 
at about 200,000 shares, which breaks 
all previous records. At the ex- 
treme low point on Saturday, 
among the more important declines 
compared with the high prices prevail- 
ing earlier in the week were: Consoli- 
dated Gas, 24% per cent.; New Jersey 
Central, 17% per cent.; Lead, preferred, 
16%; Sugar, 12%; Pacific Mail, 11%; 
Northwestern, 11%; Denver and: Rio 
Grande, preferred, 10%; Colorado Fuel, 
10%, and Atchison, preferred, 9% per 
cent. The dealings of the week 
reached the extremely large total of 
2,253,000 shares. The demoralization of 
prices of railway and miscellaneous 
mortgages which occurred during the 
week was attributable to the same in- 
fluences that dominated the stock mar- 
ket. The dealings were unusually heavy 
and the depression in prices was very 
severe in the issues having a foreign 
market. The trading for the European 
account was very heavy. The aggre- 
gate sales were $13,542,000. Among the 
greatest declines were: Atchison ad- 
justment fours, 9%; Atchison adjust- 
ment fours, trust receipts, 9%; Atchison 
adjustment, seconds, trust receipts, 7%; 
Chicago and Northern Pacific, firsts, 
trust receipts, 7%; Coloroado Midland, 
first trust receipts, and Texas and Pa- 
cific firsts, 4 per cent.; Union Pacific, 
Denver and Gulf firsts, and Oregon 
Short Lines, sixes, trust receipts, 6%; 
Oregon Short Line, consol fives, trust 
receipts, 74%; Rio Grande Western firsts, 
and Northern Pacific, consols, fives, 
6%: Northern Pacific consol, seconds, 6; 
Northern Pacific consol, collateral trust, 
sixes, 5%; Northwest debenture, fives 
of 1909, 6 per cent. Government bonds 
ruled firm during the greater part of 
the week and some issues scored slight 
gains. Toward the close,. however, 
there was a decided slump in values, in 
sympathy with the general weakness 
of securities owing to the Scare. New 
fours are down 2 per cent.; new fives, 
1%; old fours registered and old cou- 
pons, %. The total sales were only $58,- 
000, which goes to show that the panic 
did not extend to the government bonds. 
Trading in silver certificates was in fair 
volume and purchases were made at an 
advance of 1 per cent. over the final 
sale of the preceding week. Subse- 
quently % per cent. of the rise was 
lost. The transactions footed up $94,- 
000. On today’s bond market the sales 
reached $2,097,00. The trend of prices 
was sharply downward. Toward the 
close there was a stiffening .in values of 
the speculative issues. Final prices, 
however, were considerably below yes- 
terday’s close.

R. AMERIGE WRITES ABOUT 
THE WATER DIRECTORS. 


A Pleasant Entertainment by Busi- 
mess College Students—Santa 
Claus in Santa Ana-—Brief News 
Notes and Personal Items. 


SANTA ANA, Dec, 21.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) Ex-President E. R.. Ame- 
rige of the Anaheim Union Water Com- 
pany has returned from a visit of. six 
mohths or mote to Boston and other 
portions of the East in time to make 
himself heard in matters pertaining to 
the affairs of the company during and 
before his absence. Mr. Amerige writes 
a letter to the Fullerton Tribune from 
which the following is taken: | 

“The circular letter published and dis- 
tributed broadcast throughout the wa- 
ter district, and purported to echo the 
sentiment of 2000 shares of stock in the 
Anaheim Union Water Company dis- 
trict, is somewhat ambiguous in. its 
statements and calculated to cause @ 
smile of pity to pass over the counte- 
mance of the great majority of share- 
holders in the water company who 
thoroughly understand the direct source 
and the manner in which this com- 
mendatory resolution to the present 
board of directors was passed. Is it an 
impartial management of affairs as to 
certain localities, to beautify and make 
~ ‘fovely beyond comparison’ the ditches 
around three of our directors’ property, 
when ditehes that it is nearly impossi- 
ble to run water through, and then 
Only at a loss of 75 per cent., are to be 
geen in all sections of the company’s 
territory? Is it wise, economical, and 
honest management of the company’s 
affairs to so spend thousands of dol- 
lars to beautify and increase the value 
of private interests at the expense of 
shareholders who receive no benefit 
from such large expenditures? Is it 
not a piece of great inconsistency on 
the part of the directors to cement sev- 
eral miles more ditches, on the claim 
that we must. have more water, or to 
increase the supply, when these same 
Girectors said and maintained that we 
had such an increased supply of water 
by cementing and other improvements 
already done as to warrantan increase 
of the district by 6000 acres? Is it good 
and economical management of affairs 
at our present low financial condition, 
with a tremendous debt of nearly $200,- 
000, to beautify, and further increase 
the water supply, when we have enough 
water (so the directors who favored ex- 
tension maintained before the election 
of October 19) for our present needs? 
Doeg it look as though it was the policy 
of certain members of the board to 
make us eat pie whether we want to or 
not, and that they will increase the 
supply of water by cementing, no mat- 
ter what the expense may be or what 
remuneration we may or may not get 
by the increase, as long as they force 
ue into an extension of the district? Is 
it wise and frugal management of af- 
fairs to so increase our water supply by 
spending thousands of dollars, so as to 
take in outside territory at a small 
fraction of the cost of such improve- 
ment? Of course the building of the 
flumes and a great deal of cementing 
that has been done was necessary and 
is commendable, but I draw the line on 
the Placentia and many other improve- 
ments that have been made solely to 
benfit individual interests. If this is 
not discrimination of the company’s 
affairs, I don’t know what is. There is 
an attempt to blind the stockholders 
of the southern portion of the district 
by the old chestnut of sectionalism. 
Let us have men for directors who will 
not usurp the position of trust to their 
private interests.”

SAN BERNARDINO COUNTY. 


Trustees Considering a New Electric 
light Proposition. 

SAN BERNARDINO, Dec. 21.—(Reg- 
ular Correspondence.) The outcome of 
the present situation with reference to 
electric Ught, may be a proposition for 
the city to have its own electric light 
plant, and if an investigation now in 
Progress shall result satisfactorily, the 
citizens of San Bernardino will be given 
an opportunity to express their individ- 
ual opinions on the sucject, by voting 
for or against the issuing of bonds. A 
Proposition has been made to sell the 
city the power to be developed by 1000 
inches of water, falling 300 feet. The 
Proposition comes from Messrs. H. E. 
Harris and J. C. Christy, and a special 
meeting of the Boardof City Trustees 
was held yesterday afternoon, attended 
by Trustees Frith, Ham, Lawson and 
Pace, to receive it. 

The proponents agree to sell to the 
city for $2000, a mining chaim known as 
the Cox & Van Loan placer mine, con- 
taining 37 27-100 acres of land, together 
with the Van Lean water ditch, end all 
waters flowing and to flow therein, to 
the full amount of 1000 inches, measured 
under a four-inch power; also all of 
the improvements, consisting of .two 
cabins, 14x16 feet, one monitor, and 250 

t of six, seven and eight-inch pipe, 
a kit of blacksmith tools and mining 
tools. The property is situated sixteen 
miles west of San Bernardino, on Lytle 
Cc The water ditch is nearly two 
miles in length, and the fall at the 
lower end of the ditch is nearly two 
hundred and fifty feet, and can be in- 
creased by over three hundred feet by 
extending the diteh about two hundred 
feet. By the use of a turbine wheel 
almost any amount of electric power 
can be generated. 

This suggestion was first made to 
Trustee J. B. Frith, and it impressed 
him so favorably that after further in- 
vestigation he. asked that the matter 
be brought to the attention of the 
board. In following up the investiga- 
tion the members will go to the site of 
the ditch tomorrow and make a per- 


sonal inspection. If the inspection 
proves satisfactory, a special election 
will be called, 


and the question of bonds 
submitted to a vote, ;

IN ELECTRICITY. - 


THE CALOCULAGRAPH IN TELE- 
PHONE AND TELEGRAPH SERVICE. 


Biectric Light and Pewer from 
Garbage Crematories.—Telephone 
Weather Bualletins—A New Use 
for Bank Notes—Why the Are 
Light Hisses. 


(CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 


NEW YORK, Dec. 16, 1895.—The im- 
portance of saving the business man’s 
time becomesevery day more tmperative, 
and that this fact is recognized is seen 
in the many time-saving devices which 
are now introduced in most branches 
of industry. Of these devices one of 
the most etriking and effective is the 
calculagraph, which is of special use 
in telephone and telegraph service. To 
the average man sitting, waiting, with 
the telephone receiver at his ear, a de- 
lay of fifteen séconds is apt to be try- 
ing to the temper, and not infrequently 
results in the lodging of a complaint. 
In exchanges doing extra-territorial 
business or tn which toll rate is 
c ead of a flat subscription 
rate, each subscriber's call must be re- 
corded. This requires time, and even 
the slight unavoidable delay may give 
rise to complainis. In the long-dis- 
tance telephone service, which is ex- 
clusively on the toll system, every pos- 
sible means for shortening the time be- 
tween the ring-up of the calling sub- 
scriber and the beginning of conversa- 
tion with his correspondent has been 
applied, and the introduction of the cal- 
culagraph, which performs a variety of 
functions heretofore requiring time and 
manual labor on the part of the opera- 
tor, has resulted in a marked gain in 
the efficiency of the service. This in- 
strument consists essentialy of a clock 
movement, operating a time stamp. 
The stamp consists of a dial on which 
are marked the hours of the day, and 
moving with it, but capable of being 
operated independently, is an arrow, 
which points to the hour of which it is 
desired to Keep a record. It works in 
the following way: The operator at 
the recording board in the telephone ex- 
change records 1 made on a 
card check. As soon as the call is re- 
ceived, she disconnects the trunk at the 
local exchange, The check is then in- 
serted in the calculagraph, and by the 
Slight movement of a handle, is 
stamped with the time. The object of 
this is to-afford means for tracing the 
time which has elapsed between _ 
receipt of the call at the recording 
board, and its delivery into the hands 
of the operator at the tool-line board. 
After this ig done, the card check is 
brought over to the toll-line section, 
and the operator passes the call, say, 
for example, to Boston, and recéives a 
reply as to whether the person called 


is in or the answer being noted on 
the card. hen the two rties have 
actually begun talking, t ticket is 


again inserted in the calculagraph, 
placed beside the operator, and by 
pressing down a suitable lever the time 
of the commencement of the conversa- 
tion is stamped on the ticket. This 
constitutes the second use of the cal- 
culagraph. If there should be noise or 
interruption of the wire after the con- 
versation has begun, the time taken up 
by the interruption is indicated on the 
back of the card check, and the calling 
parties @re given credit for it. Finally, 
after the conversation has closed, the 
ticket is again stam by the pressure 
of another lever, which gives a record 
of the total actual time that has 
elapsed, in minutes and quarter-min- 
utes. The principle embdédied in the 
calculagraph is adapted to a great va- 
riety of uses. In all sorts of races, 
and many other sports, the advantage 
of its use is obvious, as also wherever 
labor is employed and paid for by the 
hour, and in the recording of the run- 
ning time of street cars. By changing 
the figures of the dial from hours and 
minutes to dollars and cents, the cal- 
culagraph becomes a dollar and cent 
instrument, and prints the actual value 
of the time elapsed. In district messen- 
ger offices the instrument can be used 
for printing upon the ticket—the ‘mes- 
senger carries the amount to be paid 
for his services. It could, of course, be 
also employed to record the earnings of 
electric boats, which are rented by the 
hour, or for any other apparatus which 
is rented for a stated period. 

ELECTRIC LIGHT AND POWER 

FROM GARBAGE CREMATORIES. 


The question of deriving light and 
power from the refuse of cities i& forc- 
ing itself on the attention of every large 
municipality in the country. England 
has at the present time over one hun- 
dred “‘destructors” at work, many of 
which are furnishing power for indus- 
trial establishments, at a rate consid- 
erably less than the same power would 
cost if obtained from coal. On the con- 
trary, it is questionable whether a sin- 
gie instance can be found in this coun- 
try where the calorific value of garbage 
as fuel has been utilized for steam rais- 
ing purposes. It would seem, with de- 
structors In such successful operation 
abroad, with conditions as favorable 
here as elsewhere, with many munici- 
palities owning their own electric licht 

lant, and lastly, with a strong popular 

eeling in favor of the sanitary com- 

bustion of refuse, that there were strong 
reasons why this matter of erematories 
operated in conjunction with industrial 
lighting plants should be taken up here, 
as it has been in England. It is sur- 
prising that there are in this country 
no such combined plants as abroad, the 
only explanation resting on the assump- 
tion that sanitary cremation companies 
are not fully alive to what can be ac- 
complished with different forms of stor- 
age apparatus. It is now found that 
storage batteries are cheaper in first 
cost than the equivalent steam power 
plant, which they would replace. have 
a wider range of power, and are 
more economical in operation than 
other forms of storage apparatus. An 
eminent American authority urges the 
taking up of this question by Ameri- 
ean cities, and maintains that besides 
having a senitary method of disposing 
of their refuse, they would find that 
their lighting plant could be operated 
cheaper than without the crematory 
adjunct; while the storage apparatus, 
besides enabling them to-use the heat 
going to waste the greater part of the 
day end night, when there is not a 
large demand for power, would give a 
wide range of power to the lighting 
station, which could thus respond to 
the fluctuations of load incidental to 
electric lighting, and save generating 
machinery from the strains to which it 
would otherwise be subject. To show 
the status of this movemeht in Fn- 
gland, it may be mentioned that in the 
city of Hull a combined plant of gar- 
bage crematories and storage system 
is being installed by & firm of stand- 
ing under a guarantee—in which there 
are heavy penalties for failure—that 
the epparatus in question will produce 
100,000 pounds of steam in twenty-four 
hours, by the combustion of the refuse 
the use of coal or additional 
uel. 


TELEPHONE WEATHER BULLE- 
TINS. 


A very important step has been taken 
in the organization of a supplementary 
weather warning service by means of 
the telephone, and a plan is now being 
proposed for affording to a large num- 
ber of communities the edvantages of 
the new scheme.” In New York. the lo- 


cal telephone company hes placed at 
the service of the chief of the weather 
signalling department a telephone to 

used only in giving special informa- 
tion of weather forecasts to the gen- 
eral public. Any one can call for an- 
swers to epecial questions at any time, 
and be sure of an immediate reply. 
Moreover, any subscriber who wishes 
to have all important weather news 
can send his name to the telephone 
company, and he will thereafter be 
telephoned by them whenever any 
marked change is expected. These 
special warnings, all of which are to be 
sent to the office of the telephone com- 
pany, and from there to the subscrib- 
ers wishing to receive them, include all 
heavy storms, cold waves, warm 
waves, sieet and storms, 
movement for bringing the weather re- 
ports more within the reach of the 
general public has the strong support 
of the chief of the Weather Bureau at 


Washington, and he has written to all} 


the principal cities urging the making 
of the necessary arrangements. In 
this way the country will be practi- 
cally covered. The value of such a 
service to business men will readily be 
seen. hippers, for instance, often 
wish to know before deciding on un- 
packing or unloading perishable 
whether there is any probability of cold 
weather, and they have hitherto been 
limited to the two forecasts a day given 
in the papers, unless they went to 
some trouble to get the most recent 
probabilities. Men who are contem- 
ating building ditches, repairing 
ouses, doing a hundred things that 
would be interfered with by a storm, 
are constantly sending to the Weather 
Bureau for special information. When 
the weather in general is warm and 
fine there is comparatively little in- 
quiry, but as soon as the season of 
storms and frost begins questions pour 
in from the adjoining country, ae well 
as from the city. The forecasts as at 
present made are of great value in pre- 
venting loss to many commercial in- 
terests. The new arrangement, which 
makes them more easily accessible, 
promises to be highly appreciated by 
the public. 
A NEW USE FOR BANK NOTES. 
It is pretty generally known that be- 
fore Edison cowild find the material 
suitable for the filament of the incan- 
descent lamp, he had to ransack nearly 
every country in the Hope of meeting 
with the kind of bamboo which he had 
decided was what he wanted. He tested 
over 400 kinds of bamboo, and finally 
came across the species for his purpose 
in the interior of Japan. From. there 
he since drawn his suppiies regu- 
larly. A story is now going the rounds, 
which, if it is as true as it is interest- 
ing, will explain where the greater part 
of the Confederate paper money with 
which this country was flooded some 
years ago goes, and show that Japan is 
not the only source of filament mate- 
rial. An old man of Atlanta is said to 
make a business of quietly gathering 
in all the Confederate bank notes he 
can put his hands on. This paper was 
issued by the ton during the war, and 
@ great deal of it is still floating 
around. The story goes that when the 
old man gets a big bundle of the paper 
he sends it to Edison, who pays a good 
price for it. Edison uses tt to make 
carbon for his incandescent lamps. It 
seems strange that this substance has 
been hit upon for the purpose, until it 
is explained that the paper on which 
these notes were engraved was made 
of the pulp of sea-grass. This branch 
of the paper-making industry has be- 
come a dead art. Sea-grass paper, when 
chemically treated by Edison, has been 
found to make the best sort of car- 
bon for incandescent lamps, and so 
there is always a demand for the Con- 
federate bills. 


WHY THE ARC LIGHT ITISSeéEs. 

Profy. Sylvanus Thompson has been 
answering a question which has ‘often 
puzzled the public. The arc light pro- 
ceeds from the points of two carbon 
rods as large as ones little firger. 
Prof. Thompson explains what is the 
state, of the carbon when the lamp is 
throwing out its light. He says that 
the carbon is sometimes actually melit- 
ing, a thing that was until recently 
thought impossible. Moreover, he says 
that when the light hisses the liquid 
carbon is really boiling. In ordinary 
combustion the state of the arc crater 
is such that solid carbon below is cov- 
ered with a layer or film of liquid car- 
bon just boiling or evaporating off. 
When hissing takes place, a new state 
of things is set up. He says: “If you 
watch a short, hissing arc, you will see 
a column of light concentrating itself 
on a narrow spot, and the spot keeps 
moving about, and is very unstable in 
position, as well as in the amount of 
light it gives out. The crater surface 
after the arc has been hissing is found 
to be literally honeycombed. When 
the arc is hissing you can see little bits 
erupted out, and the hissing seems to 
be comparable to the hissing which 
takes place in boiling water. There is, 
in fact, ¢xactly the same kind of differ- 
ence between the silent arc and the 
hissing arc as between quiet evapora- 
tion and a noisy boiling.”

REDLANDS, Dec. 21.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) After an orange grove 
begins to bear, at the age of about two 
years, the yearly increase in produc-

SHORT OF FUNDS. 


The City Treasury Reported in a 
Deplorable Condition. 

Members of the Supply Committee of 
the Council say that the city treasury 
is bankrupt so far as money for cur- 
rent expenses is concerned.

It appears from the admitted facts that 
the deceased, E. E. Hewitt, was elected 
tax collector for this county al the gen- 
eral election in November, 1892, and 
qualified and entered : pon the dis harge 
of the duties of the olfice at 12 o’clock 
meridian on the 2nd day of January, 
1893, that being the first Monday after 
the first day of January of that year; 
and thence forward he continuously 


January of the year 1896, that being the 
first. Monday after the first day of 
January of the year 1895, when he sur- 
rendered said office to Andrew H. Mer- 
win, his duly elected and qualified suc- 
cessor in said office. 


The salary of tax collector is $3600 
per annum, payable monthly from the 
salary fund of the county. The out- 
g0lng tax collector, Hewitt, wae re- 
fused payment for the period he held 
office during January, 1895. It. is 
claimed on the part of the county that 
he was not entitled to compensation for 
any portion of January, 1895, inasmuch 
as ‘was paid for the full two years’ 
time. 

By the provisions of the Political 
Code, county and township officers, ex- 
cept Superior Court judges, superinten- 
dent of schools and assesso hold 
office for two years. (Pol. C. 4109.) And 
in the same section it is further de- 
clared: d officers 
are to hold office are to .be computed 
respectively from and including the 
first Monday after the first day of 
January of any one year to and exclud- 
ing the first Monday after the first day 
of January of the next succeeding 
year.” 

The County Government Law of 1891, 
r, supersedes and takes the 
place of this portion of the Political 
Cade relating to the question under 
consideration, and the provisions of 
that act are applicable to this case. 
Sec. 60 of this law of 1891, (Statutes of 
1891, p. 4.) reads as follows: “All 
elective county and township officers 
(except superintendent of public schools 
and assessors,) except otherwise pro- 
vided for in this act, shall be elected at 
a general election to be held in Novem- 
ber, 1892, and every two years. there- 
after, unless otherwise herein provided, 
and shall take office at 12 o’clock me- 
ridian on the first Monday after the 
first day of January next succeeding 
their election. . . All officers elected 
under the provisions of this act shall 
hold office until their successors 
elected or appointed and qualified.” 

There are no exceptions in the law 
affecting the question under considera- 
tion. The: provision of the section of 
the code that they should hold office for 
two years is left out; also the method 
of calculating those years is omitted. 
However, the officers are to be elected 
every two years and they are entitled 
to take office on the first Monday after 
the first day of January, succeeding 
their election. 

The material point of difference, how- 
ever, as affecting this case, is the pro- 
vision defining the term “year” as ap- 
plied to the period of hbolding office. 
Under the code provision it would be 
very clear that no recovery could be 
had im this case, as that declared that 
the years should be computed from the 
first Monday after the first day of Jan- 
uary of one year to the first Monday 
after the first day of January of the 
succeeding year. These days, as it ap- 
pears in this case, are shifting. ~The 
difference between the first Monday 
after the first day of January in 1893 
and the first Monday after the first day 
of January, 1895, being five days. In 
one case it falls on the 2nd day of Jan- 
uary and in the other on the 7th. With- 
out any specific rule in reference to the 
term “year,” the usual and ordinary 
definition would apply. By the Polit- 
ical Code itself, sec. 3257, “The term 
‘year means a period of 365 days.” 

“In common usage, the year consists 
of 365 days, and every fourth year of 
366 days, a day being added to Febru- 
ary on that-year, on account of the ex- 
cess above 365 days.” Web. Una- 
bridged. See also Bouvier’s Law Dict., 
title “‘Year.” 

The salary, as already stated, of the 
tax collector, is so much per annum; 
that ts, by the year. It would appear, 
therefore, very clear that, under the 
law existing at the time Tax Collector 
Hewitt was elected and served as such 


compensation specified up to the time 
he surrendered the office.

A good share of the police depart- 
ment overflowed into Justice Young’s 
court yesterday afternoon, the central 
figure being the giant Chief himself, 
who occupied the novel position of de- 
fendant in the case.
